An Original Conſumption is that, which 
ariſes purely from a Morbid Diſpoſition of the 
Blood, or Animal Spirits, which reſide in the 
Syſtem of the Nerves and Fibres, and is not the 
Effect of any other preceding Diſeaſe, Of 
which there are two Sorts, to wit, an Atrophy, 
and a Conſumption of the Lungs. 

An Atrophy is an Univerſal Conſumption 
proceeding from the whole Habit of the Body, 
and not from any Diſtemper of the Lungs, 
or of any other Entrail; without any remark- 
able Fever, and is either Nervous, or the Ef- 
fect of Evacuations. | 

A Nervous Atrophy, or Conſumption is that, 
which owes its Original to an ill and morbid 
State of the Spirits, and to the Weakneſs, or 
Deſtruction of the Toneiof the Nerves ; from 
whence, as an Imbecillity, and an Univerſal 
Conſumption in the whole Habit of the Bo- 
dy, upon the want of a due Aſſimulation of 
the Nutritious Juice, do at length proceed; ſo 
from the Beginning of the Diſeaſe there is to 
be found a Want of Appetite, and a bad Dige- 
ſtion in the Stomach, from an impegfect Fer- 
mentation and Volatilization of the Che.

In the beginning of this Diſeaſe the State of 

the Body appears oedematous and blouted,and 

as it were ſtufft with diſpirited Chyle ; the 

Face is pale and ſqualid, the Stomach loaths 

every thing but Liquids, the Strength of the 

Patient declines at that rate, that before the 

fleſhy Parts of the Body are evideatly con- 

ſum'd, hes is render'd- plainly feeble, and al- 

moſt always confin'd to his Bed.

At firſt it flatters and deceives the Pa- 
tient, for which reaſon it happens for the moſt 
part that the Phyſician is conſulted toa late. 
And at laſt it terminates in an Hydropical and

caſe there remain no hopes of the Patient's

The buſineſs of Cure, if it be ſo that the 
help of our Art is called in in due time, con- 
fiſts in theconvenientuſe of Stomach-Medicines, 
and ſuch as comfort and ſtrengthen the Nerves; 
ſuch are Chalybeates, Antiſcorbutick, Cephalick, 
and bitter Medicines of all forts. As for Ex- 
ample, let the Patient, if his Body be coſtive, 
take every third or fourth Morning four Ounces 
of the bitter Decoction with Senna, or every 
fourth Night two Ounces of the Sacred Tincture, 
or of our Sacred Cephalick Tincture made with 
Hiera Picra infuſed in Rue-water, Black-Cherry- 
water, and ſtrong Prony-water. 

For his common Drink, let him uſe Ale, 
in which a Bag of Cephalick and Antiſcorbu- 
rick Ingredients has been hung. An hour be- 
fore Dinner let him take xxx. drops of Elixir 
Proprietatis in a draught of Wormwood-White- 
wine. To the Region of the Stomach let there 
be applyed the Magiſterial Stomach-Plaiſter, 
with ſome Drops of the Chymical Oil of Cin- 


namon and Oil of Worm-wood. Or let the 


Stomach be fomented every day with ſome 
Aromatick Bags made of the Leaves of 
Mint, Wormwood, Cinnamon, Mace, Ze- 
doary, Galingale, Cyprui-roots, Calamus Aro- 
maticus boid in Claret. If it be in the Sum- 
mer, let him uſe the Chalybeate-Waters : But

2a Chalybeate Syrup, or our Chalybeate and 
Ar g Vi "ks 3 with the Filings of 
Steel quenched three or four times in ſtrong 
White-Wine, and with Zedoary-roots, Galin- 
gale, Nutmegs, the beſk Cinnamon', Mace, 
Cubebs, Cloves bruiſed, and ſteeped in the 
ſame Wine. But for Chalybeates, I do pre- 
fer Mynſicht's. Ext ract before any other, which 
I order to be given for xx. or xxx. days in the 
form of a Bolus, or Pills.

Take of Mynſicht's Extract half a Scruple, 
Balm of Gilead (which in this caſe is very pro- 
per and beneficial, becauſe it is not a little 
grateful to the Stomach and Nerves) ſeven 
Drops, Old Conſerve of red Roſes a Dram, 
mix them, and make them up into a Bolus to 
be repeated every day. Or if the Patient 
chooſes to take Pills, let the Extract be made 
up into that form in the manner following. 
Take of Mynſicht's Extrait half a Scruple, of 
Balm of Gilead ſeven Drops, of Haly's Pemder 
ſix Grains, of the compound Powder of the Roots of 
Wake- Robin four Grains, of Powder of Liquorice 
ſo much as will make them into the due con- 
ſiſtence of Pills, and make the Maſs into Pills 
of a middle ſize; let them be gilded, and re- 
peated once every day. | 
Alſo Natural Balſan by itſelf, as likewiſe 
Spirit of Hartſhorn, and. Spirit of Sal Armoni- 
ack are of uſe in this caſe, becauſe they are 
good for the Nerves. As for Example: Let 
the Patient take viij. or x. drops of Natural 
Balſam, or Spirit of Hartſhorn in a conveni- 
ent quantity of Sg candy twice a day.

Only 
her Appetite was diminiſhed, and her Dige-

ently impregnated with Spirit of Salt Armos 


niack, and Tincture of Caſtor, and other things 
of that Nature, Upon the uſe of which ſhe 
ſeemed to be much better; but being quickly 
tired with Medicines, ſhe beg'd that the whole 
Affair might be committed again to Nature, 
whereupon, conſuming every day more and 
more, ſhe was after three Months taken with

The Son of the Reverend Miniſter Mr. 
Steele, my very good Friend, about the Six- 
teenth Year of his Age, fell gradually into a 
total Want of Appetite, occaſioned by his ſtu- 
dying too hard, and the Paſſions of his Mind, 
and upon that into an Univerſal Atrophy, pi- 
ning away more and more for the Space of 
two Years, without any Cough, Fever, or 
any other Symptom of any Diſtemper of his 
Lungs, or any other Entrail; as alſo without 
a Looſeneſs, or Diabetes, or any other Sign of 
a Colliquation, or preternatural Evacuation. 


And therefore I judg'd this Conſumption to 


be Nervous, and to have its Seat in the whole 
Habit of the Body, and to ariſe from the Sy- 
ſtem of Nerves being diſtemper'd. I began, 
and firſt attempted his Cure with the Uſe of 
Antiſcorbutick , Butter , and Chalybeate Medi- 
cines, as well Natural as Artificial, but 
without any Benefit; and therefore when I 
found that the former Method did not anſwer 
our Expectations, I advisd him to abandon 
his Studies, to go into the Country Air, and 
to uſe Riding, and a Milk Diet (and eſpecially 
to drink Aſſes Milk) for a long time, By the 
Uſe of which he recover'd his Health in a 


great Meaſure, though he is not yet perfectly

leſs they are'timely and perfectly cur d. But of 
this kind of Conſumption, and of the Cauſes, 
Degrees, and Cure of it, I ſhall diſcourſe more 
fully in its proper Place, to wit, in the latter 
Part of this Treatiſe, when 1 ſhall profeſledly 
ſpeak of a Symptomagical Conſumption of the 
Lungs.

Child's Sucking, there is room made for a great- 
er quantity of new and oily Chyle, by which the 
Blood is every day enrich'd, which does con- 
duce more to the Cure of a Conſumptive Diſ- 
poſition, than all the Medicines in the World. 
But if the Appetite during the time of giving 
Suck grows Ianguid, and thereupon, by reaſon 
of the little Food that is taken in, a leſs quan- 
tity of new Juice is ſupply'd to the Blood, than 
is carried off by the Breaſts, a Hectical Diſpo- 
ſition in the Blood and Spirits muſt ineyitably 
follow; and an Atrophy, or Conſumption in the 
Habit of the Body, and that for the Reaſons 
which we have juſt now given. 


The firſt thing that preſages the coming of The greſ«- 
this Conſumption, is a Want of Appetite ; and 3 — 
therefore I give this Caution to all Nurſes, that 2s.

time,they forthwith wean their Children. The 
ſecond Sign is a Weakneſs and Faintneſs of the 
Spirits, proceeding from a diſpirited and impo- 
veriſh'd State of the Blood. A third Siga is an 
Hypochondriacal Oppreſſion, and frequent Fits of 
the Mother, and Choakings. Which Appear- 
rance does not proceed from the ſucking of the

But after ſhe had 
given Suck for four Months, ſhe loſt her Sto- 
mach, and took very little Nouriſhment at any 
time, and thereupon her Strength declin'd,and 
ſhe was troubled with Choakings, or Hyſterical 
Paſſions, but without an Atrophy, or Cough, or 
any other Diſtemper. Being ſufficiently directed 
by theſe things, ¶ going at that time by chance 
to ſee her) adviſed her to wean her Child with- 
out any Delay, leſt ſhe ſhould fall into a Con- 
ſumption: But ſhe however perſiſting in the giv- 
ing of her Child Suck, when ſhe had loſt her Sto- 
mach, did at length fall into a Conſumption or 
Atrophy of her Body, but without a Cough, or 
any remarkable Fever. But yet ſhe very much, 
and almoſt continually complain'd of a Dryneſs, 
and very troubleſom Heat about the Tonſils and 
Palate of her Mouth, and the Parts which ſerve 
for ſwallowing (the ſame that I obſerved to 7 
happen to Mrs. Thompſon, and to almoſt all Wo- 
men that have a Conſumption from giving of 
Suck.) Which Appearance to me " to 
ariſe from the impoveriſh'd and heated State of 
the Blood, by reaſon of too great an Expence 
of the Milk. At length, though too late, fol- 
lowing my Advice, ſhe weaned her Child, and 
made uſe of a Milk Diet, and the Chalybeate 
Waters, with very much Benefit. But her Appe- 
tite not being reſtored by theſe Means, (as not 
D 2 being 
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being made uſe of in time) ſhe could not make

any ſenſible Fever, or Cough, or Shortneſs of 
Breath, or any other Sign of any Diſtemper of 
the Lungs; ſo that ſhe was not at all taken for 
a conſumptive Body by the Phyſician under 
whoſe Care ſhe was, before I was concern'd. Be- 
ing called to go and ſee her, as one that bad on- 
ly a Looſeneſs, when ſhe was now, by reaſon of 
her Weakneſs, almoſt always. confin'd to her 
Bed, I found her worne away clearly with a 
Conſumption, even to a Maraſmus, and that I 
plainly told her Friends, as my Opinion, altho? 
her Lungs did as yet ſeem ſound, neither was 
there any Sign of a HeQick Bever. But when 
this expenſive Looſeneſs, which the former Phy- 
ſician, for want either of Skill or Care, had ſuf- 
tered to run on ſo long, came once to be ſtopt 
by a due Government, and the Uſe of efficaci- 
gus Medicines, preſently a Hectick Flame be- 
gan to he kindled in the Habit of her Body, 
and het Lungs alſo began to be affected with a 
Cough, 


from a Bloody-Flux, + 


* Cough, that was almoſt perpetual, and a Short- 
neſs of Breath;zwhich Symptoms being at length 
followed by Colliquative Sweats, a Swelling of 
the Legs, and other Signs of a Fatal Conſump- 
tion of the Lungs, ſoon brought the fair Vir- 

gin, amidſt the Lamentation of her Friends, to 
the laſt Period of her Life, Two things were 
here particularly worthy of a Remark : Firſt, 

that the more her Looſeneſs was ſtopt, ſo much 
the more always were her Lungs preſently at- 
feted. And Secondly, that although this Con- 
ſumption had prevailed upon her almoſt for 
the Space of a Vear, even to a Maraſmus, before 
the Lungs did ſeem to be in the leaſt touch'd, 
yet in the Body, when it came to be opened af- 
ter *twas dead, the Lungs appeared full of lit- 
tle Swellings here and there, and that not only 
ſuch as were crude and hard, but alſo ſome 
that were ripened into Apoſtemes. 


Hiſtory 2. 


My only Son, before he was Eight Years old, 
whilſt I was out of Town , was taken with a 
moſt ſevere Bloody Flux,by which he ſeemed to 
be brought into a Conſumption, even to a Ma- 
raſmus, before I returned. But after the Bloody 
Flux was plainly overcome by the diligent Uſe 
of all ſorts of convenient Remedies,and his Bo- 
dy, with reſpect to his Stools, was reduced to its 
natural State, there ſtill remained a Hectical 
Heat, a Dryneſs of his Skin, a quick Pulſe, with 
other Signs of a Hectical Heat. Moreover his 
FF Appetite failed him very much, a dry Cough 

came upon him, and a Thickneſs of Hearing, 

with a Dulneſs of his Brain. But yet with the

only that he has been ever ſince very Subject to

A Diabetes is commonly called a Dropſy of 

the Chamber-Pot, and it is a continual be + 
Flux of the Nutritious Juice running down Diabetes il. 
through the Kidneys, which for the moſt part The Cauſes 
happens to thoſe that are very thoughtful, and 7 
to ſuch as are Driakers of French Wines, and 
Diuretick Liquors Whereupon the Urine (by 
reaſon of the great quantity of new Chyle 
which flows to it, and mixes itſelf with it) 
being deprived of its Saltneſs, becomes ſweet, 
even like Honey. By this continual Eflux of — 
tlie Chyle the Blood is impoveriſh'd,and there- Poorncſs of 
upon the ſtrength of thePatient grows extreme f 
ly languid. By the burning Flame of the Blood ca! eat pro- 
a preternatural Heat is kindled in the ſolid fais 
Parts, by which the Nerves are weakened, and 
upon that Convulſions, a Giddineſs, and other 
Affections of the Nerves do follow, and at length 
the Muſcular Parts, being deprived of their Nu- 
tritious juice, do fall into an Atrophy, or Con- 
ſumption: As it happened to Mr. Pettit's Son, 
and to Mrs. Wells, and very many others. The 2. 
way of Curing this Conſumption is by a long ef cre. 
Uſe of a Milk Diet, Conſerve of red Roſes, Bole 
Armenack, Gum Arabick, Gum Tragacanth, &c. 
by drinking the Bath or Iſington Waters, or any 
piher Mineral Water that is Chalybeate, for a

But the Patient muſt abſtain from 
Wine, eſpecially French Wine; he muſt not 
bleed, nor uſe any purging Medicines, except

ing Particles; of the Vertue of which, in cu- 


ring this Diſtemper , I ſhall preſently give a 
very Remarkable Hiſtory. . | 


Hiſtory 1. 


Mr. Pettit's Son, upon a Diabetes, which they 
had a long time neglected the Cure of, was not 
only frequently troubled with Fits of the Fal- 
ling-Sickneſs, and a Swimming in his Head, but 
alſo in the Progreſs of the Diſtemper became . 
very Conſumptive. But with the Uſe of Tun- 
bridge Waters, a Milk Diet, and Aſtringent E- 
lectuaries, he was perfectly recovered, and is 


_ now after Ten Years in perfect Health. 


Mr. Pettit himſelf, the Father of the Patient 
I juſt now mentioned, living in Long- Lane, be- 
ing then about Seventy Tears old, who was 
brought by a Diabetes into a high Hectick Fe- 
ver, and to the utmoſt degree of a Maraſmus, 


and kept his Bed for three Weeks, got well off 


his Diabetes and Fever, and at length his Con- 
ſumption too, by the Uſe of a Milk Diet, which 
he very ſtrictly obſerved, and of Aſtringent 
Juleps and Electuaries, and is now, as far as I 
know, after five Years, ſtill living

Mr. Wheeler, living in Prince's-Street, though 
he has naw three Girls living, and well, yet he 
loſt all his Sons, who-were taken off in their firſt 
Infancy (to wit, as ſoon as they began to breed 
their Teeth) with a Conſumption from a Dia- 
betes. As for the Name of the Diſtemper, that 
he was ignorant of; but when he qbſerved that 
he loſt all his Sons in the ſame manner, and that 
they were extremelyemaciated witn a continual 


and unquenchable Thirſt, and a ſtrange Flood- 


ing of Urine, he at length ask'd my Advice for 
his fourth, who at that time was breeding of 
his Teeth. And he began, juſt like the three 


former that were dead, to be very thirſty; and 


to make Water at the ſame immoderate Rate 
that they had done, whereby his Fleſh was be- 


come very lank, and a Hectical Heat began to 
ariſe. So being confirmed in my Opinion by ſa 


demoaſtrative an Argument as the Sweetneſs of 


his Urine, being like Honey, I praneunced it 


a Conſumption from a Diabetes, cauſed by the. 
breeding of hisTeeth ; which could not poſſibly 
admit of a perfect Cure till the Child had bred 
all his Teeth. Within the Space of a Month or 
two the poor [nfant ſeemed to have a Hippocra- 
zical Face, and to be reduced to that degree of 
a Conſumption, as to be come to the laſt Scene 
of his Tragedy, for that he labour'd under a 
Colliquation as well by a Looſeneſs as a Diabetes, 
though he had no Cough, nor any other Aﬀe- 
Ction of his Lungs. However, for the preſent 


Relief of the Symptoms, I order'd a Milk Diet 


to be ſtrictly obſerved, and an Aſtringent Ele- 
Ctuary, and gave Orders that for his . - 
| ou 
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ſhould drink nothing but Milk mix'd with/ſing- i 
ton Waters all the Summer. By which Means 


his Thirſt and the Flux of his Urine ſeemed to 
be ſomewhat abated, and his Fleſh to be reco- 
vered. But the Diſtemper returning by uncer- 
tain Intervals with a remarkable Colliquation, 
and Expence of the Humours, as well by Stool 
as by the Urinary Parts, to wit, as often as he 
bred any new Teeth, according to the Progno- 
ſtick which I at firſt made; at length I order'd 
him vj. vij. or viij. Grains of Rhubarb to be ta- 
ken every Morning, and a little Diaſcordium at 
Night when he went to ſleep. To the conſtant 
Uſe of which Remedies 1 left the Child, and he 
perſiſted in the Uſe of them for two Years at 
leaſt, that was, till all his Teeth were cut; by 
which means he continually gathered Strength 
and Fleſh, and grew better every Day, thou 

he was in ſome meaſure troubled with a Thirſ, 
and too great a Flux of Urine, till the time that 
he had got all his Teeth. But now, being four 
Years old, he enjoys his perfect Health, and is 
a luſty Boy, as if he had never been trqubled

Secondly, to open the Obſtructions of the 
ſwelFd Glands, and to diſſolve their Swellings, 
which cauſe the Obſtruction of the Chyle, and 
upon that to reſtore and ftrengthen the Tone of 
the Parts that were ſwell'd, by a long continued 
uſe of Chalybeares Which being done, the ſick 
Perſon muſt be plentifully nouriſh'd with Food 
that affords good Juice, and at length be ſeat in- 
to a free and benign Air, and drink the Chaly- 
beate Waters, not only for the farther tempera- 
ting of the Heat and Sharpneſs of the Blood, but 
alſo in order to the perfect opening KA.

A Hiſtory. 


The Son of Thomas Lechmere, Eſq; being a- 
bout two Years, and breeding of his Teeth, fell 
into an Inflammation of his Lungs upon taking 
of Cold, and was treated very ill by an Apothe- 
cary, who had omitted Bleeding, and other 
Trans that were very requifite to a true and 
Skilful Method of Cure. But at length I and my 
famous Colleague Dr. Croon, though we were 


by taking away ſome Blood, and the Applica- 
tion of Bliſters, and Liniments, that were con- 
venient for his Breaſt, as alſoby giving inward- 
ly ſuch Medicines as were proper for his Lungs: 
But yet he continued ſickly with a Cough and 


month at leaſt, from which Time the poor 
=X Child began to be ſeized with a Hectick Fever, 
XX which intermitted every Day; which although 
it was ſeveral times taken off with the Peruvian 
Bark, yet ſoon returned again, and indeed came 
upon him by uncertain Intervals for a whole 
Year, even to his dying Day. But at the very 
beginning of the Fever his Belly began to be 
diſtended with a dropſical Swelling, which in- 
creaſed ſtrangely every Day; his Congh and 
ſhortneſs of Breath at the ſame time growing 
worſe: All which Symptoms were at length ac- 
cqmpanied with an Arrophyof the Parts, even to 
E.

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called in late, recovered him in ſome meaſure, 
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the degree of a Maraſmus. But yet when his 
Body was a perfect Skeleton, and the Dropſy at 
a high Tide, (which was very remarkable) he 
had a brisk and healthful Look, and a lovely 
Countenance, without the leaſt Tincture of a 
Vellowneſs, and a good, or rather greedy Ap- 
petite, and that to the very day he died. From 
whence I did rightly conjecture, and always 
told his Friends, as my Opinion, that his Drop- 
ſy was truly Chylous, cauſed by the Chyle flow- 
ing into the Cavity of the Belly by the Lacteal 
Veſſels, which were broke by ſome Accident, 
and that the Conſumption which accompanied 
it, was not a true Conſumption of the Lungs, 
but ſuch as proceeded merely from an Inanition, 
that is, the draining of the due Nutritious Juice 
out of the Lacteal Veſſels, upon ſome Rupture 
that had been made in them ; which appeared 
very plainly from the Event, For in Tapping 
of the Child's Belly, whilſt he was yet alive, we 
took out ſeyeral Pints of Milky Chyle, and 
very ſweet, ſuch as is found in the Du itſelf, 
which conveys the Chyle. But when we opened 
the Body after he was dead, we found for all 
The Difficulty of Breathing, and long Cough he 
had had, the Lungs themſelves ſound, without 
any Diſtemper, but only that in the hinder part 
near theWind-pipethereappear'd a great many 
Glands, and thoſe pretty large and hard, which 
made a hard and very conſiderable Preſſure up- 
on the Chyle-du& itſelf, almoſt in that Part 
where it arrives at the Subclavian Vein; and they 
were of ſo great a Weight and Bulk, that ir 
ſeemed very difficult, if not plainly impoſſible, 
for the Chyle to paſs into the Blood, by reaſon 
of the Preſſure they had made upon the Duct, 
which had ſtreightaed it, as if it had been tied 


with 
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with a String. And thereupon without doubt it 
came to paſs, that the tender and thin Lacteal 
Veſſels which are in the Belly (the Chyle con- 
tinually preſſing, and notfinding a free Paſſage 
above by the Chyle-duct) being diſtended be- 
yond their Tone, did at length break; and fo 
threw the Chyle, which was deſign'd for the re- 
paration of the Blood, as it were in a cotitinu'd 
Stream, into the Cavity of the Belly. From what 
I have now ſaid, it is plain almoſt to a Demon - 
ſtration, firſt, that theſe Tabercles, or tumify'd 
Glands of the Lungs did at firſt proceed from 
the ill Method of curing the Inflammation of 
his Lungs, that is, for want of timely Bleeding 
and ExpeQoration. Secondly, that as the trou- 
bleſome and dry Cough was cauſed by the Con- 
ſtriction of the Veſſels of the Lungs, which 
convey the Air, by theſe Swellings, ſo the Dif- 
ficulty of Breathing proceeded from the Preſ- 
ſure of the extravaſated Chyle below the Mid- 
riff; Thirdly, that this Conſumption was not 
a true Conſumption of the Lungs; becaufe 
tho? there were Tubercles or Swellings in the 
Lungs ; yet they were not like Apoſtemes, nor 
Ulcetated. But this deſperate Conſumption 
did really proceed from that Chylous Dropſy, 
upon which that Nutritious Juice, which ought 
to have been employ'd for the Reparation of 
the Blood, and the Nutritioa of the Parts, 
was continually ſubſtracted and carried ano- 
ther way. Fourthly, that this Dropſy did 
proceed from a Rupture of the ſmall Lacteal 
Veſſels that are in the Belly; and laſtly, that 
this Rupture of the ſmall Lacteal Veſktis was 
cauſed by that continual Preſſure, which the 
Swellings in the Lungs had made upon the 
upper Part of the Chyle- duct.

Mr. Luffe, a Presbyter, being about ſixty Tears 
old, (who was alſo the Father of Dr. Luffe, a 
famous Profeſſor of Phyſick at Oxford) a Man 
that had for many Years paſt been Scorbutical, 
and Melancholick, was frequently ſubject to a 
Giddineſs, Palpitation of the Heart, and many 
other Affections of bis Brain and Nerves. But 
above all he was wont to complain of Colliqua- 
tive Sweats, that followed him continually both 
Night and Day, and that as well in the Winter 
as the Summer-time. From whence it came to 
paſs, that not only he was very ſubject to take 
Cold, upon which he always felt great Pains in 
his Nervous Parts, but alſo his whole Body waſt- 
ed ſo, that he was juſtly to be reckoned in the 
Number of thoſe that were in a Conſumption.

Diſtemper, by the Exceſs of which I have ſeen 5. 
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However, with Iſſues made between his Shoul- 
ders, and the Uſe of a Diet-drink made with 


Antiſcorbutick Ingredients ſteep'd in Ale for his 
ordinary Drink, and eſpecially the long Uſe of 


the Mineral Waters, both the Chalybeate and Pur- 


ging, which he took as well in the Winter as 
the Summer, he was perfectly freed not only 
from thoſe ather Diſtempers which affe&ed his 
Nerves, but alſo from theſe Colliquative Sweats: 
By which Means it came to paſs, that he lived 
ſeveral Years in the latter End of his old Age 
with a ſtrong Habit of Body, an uninterrupted 
Health, a chearful Mind, a freſh and brisk Look, 
as if he began to grow Young again. 


Hiſtory 2. 


The Wife of one Mr. Clapton, who lived in 
Lothbury, being about forty Years old, a Wo- 


man that had been for many Years very Scor- 


butical, and Aſthmatical,a Mouth after a Lying- 
in, fell in the Spring-time into moſt violent Pains 
a little above the Groin. To whom, beſides the 
outward Application of an Anodyne Liniment, 
I gave a Draught, that might put her into a 
breathing Sweat, of Carduus-water, Treacle- water, 
Venice-Treacle, and the Syrup of Meconium 3 upon 
which it happen'd, that ſhe fell and diſſolv'd in- 
to moſt profuſe and vers ſtinking Sweats, which 
though they took ſome of the Bed-cloaths off 
from her by degrees, did nevertheleſs continue 
for a Fortnight or more with an extraordinary 
Decay of her Strengh, and a pining Conſump- 
tion of her Body. Which when 1 obſerved, I 
forthwith preſcribed ſuch Electuaries and tem- 
perate Juleps as were binding, and proper to 
{top the Pores of the Skin, and other TRE of 
that 
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that Nature; whereupon her Sweats preſently 
decreas'd ; but although the Pores of the Skin 
were then ſtopt by Art, yet the new Chyle, which 
by reaſon of the Acrimony that remain'd in the 
Blood, was not ſo well aſſimilated and united 
to that Maſs which remain'd, being mixt with 
it, the freſh Nutritious Juice attempted to find 
out a new way, and to diſcharge itſelf by 
Stool; and fo in the Room of her Colliquative 
Sweats, there ſucceeded a Looſeneſs that was 
as Colliquative as they were, together with 
griping Pains, the Habit of her Body every 
Day running farther into a Conſumption. 

But this Door being in like Manner barrica- 
do'd with the Uſe of Opiates and Emplaſtick 
Medicines, the Nutritious Juice found out ano- 
ther by the Kidneys; whereupon the poor Wo- 
man fell into a Diabetes, which ſtill promoted her 
Conſumption,almoſt to the degree of a Aaraſmus. 

But when the Diabetes was overcome with the 
Uſe of Gum- Arab ct, Aſtringent Electuaries, &c. 
at length her profuſe and colliquative Sweats re- 
turn'd again. And therefore I reſolv'd to ſend 
this Miſerable and Conſumptive Woman into 
the freſh and open Air at Hampſtead, (the Time 
of the Year encouraging me, it being the Spring) 
by which change of Air (the Pores of the Skin 
being now ſuddenly ſtopt) the Diſtemper was 
turn'd into an extraordinary Spitting for twenty 
Days or more, her Conſumptive Diſpoſition ſtill 
remaining, or rather increaſing; but with the 
plentiful Uſe of a Milk- Diet, and the Benefit of 
the open Air, the Maſs of Blood being ſoft ned 
by little and little, and its Acrimony corrected, 
the Colliquation alſo of the Nutritious Juice was 
by degrees overcome; and thereupon being freed 


not only from her Spitting, but alſo from the 
| E 4 Conſumptive 
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Conſumptive Diſpoſition itſelf, ſhe improv'd 


every Day in her Fleſh and Appetite, till ſhe had 


perfectly recoyered them; a large Apoſieme at 
length gathering upon her Groin, where the 
Pain firſt ſeized her, which was opened and 
cured by a Surgeon. And by this Means the 
Woman lived, and was well for ten Years or 
more, though ſhe afterwards died of an Afthme. 


| Hiſtory 3. 

Mr. Farteſcue, a Man about ſixty Years old, 
who had been Scorbutical for many Years be- 
fore, and ſomething Aſthwatical, was for three 
or four Summers troubled with a continual Heat 
and Burning of his Loins and Limbs : Whereby 
it came to paſs, that he was plainly exhauſted, 
and brought almoſt into the State of a Maraſmus 
by profuſe and colliquative Sweats, which fol- 


| lowed him more eſpecially when he was in Bed. 


But in the Wiater-time he was well, being in a 
manner freed as well from his Heat as from his 
Sweats, though he never mended his very thin 


H ppocratical Look. But this Summer, 1688, the 


Burning in his Loins, and his profuſe Sweats, 
pop ſo much upon him, that he could not lie 
a his Bed to ſleep; from wheace at length it 
came to paſs, that having loſt his Appetite, he 
fell into a Dropſical andOedematous Swelling of 
his Legs. After many Things had been tried in 
vain by other Phyſicians, at length I was called, 
and quenching the Flame, which was in his Blood 
and Spirits, by the Uſe of the Peruvian Bark, 
I alſo brought his Sweats within moderate 
Bounds : By which Means, the ſick Perſon lying 
in Bed as he ought to do, the Swelling of his Legs 
alſo plainly vaniſh'd,though he ſtill appears Lean

ceeds froma preternaturalAlteration,or Obſtru- ** 
ction of the Gall and Pancreatick Juice, or elſe 
of the Juice, which is naturally, and uſes to be 
ſeparated by the ſmall Glands, planted through 
the whole Pipe or Duct of the [ateſtines, and 
which ſerves for the Separation of the Excre- 
mentitious Parts of the Food from thoſe which 
are for Nouriſhment. For from hence it comes 
to paſs, that the Chylous Parts of the Food, that 
goes dawn out of the Stomach, ſlipping by the 
ſmall Mouths of the Milky Veſſels, are thruſt 
out together with the dreggy Excrements by 
Siege; and that either in white Stools, and ſuch 
as are plainly Chylous from the Defect, or pre- 
tergatural Diſpoſition of the Choler, (which 1

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the proper Liquor for ſeparating the Chyle) as 
it commonly happens in the Jaundice, together 
with a great Weakneſs of the Body, and Waſting 
of the Fleſh : Or elſe in yellow Stools, as in the 
Celiack Paſſion, which either is from an Obſtru- 
ction of the Pancreatick Juice, and that which 
is ſeparated by the Glands of the Inteſtines, or 
uſes to happen from the Depravation of the Na- 
ture of thoſe Juices. In the firſt Caſe the Urine 
is much tinged with a Yellow, or Jaundice Co- 
lour, but in the latter it is quite contrary. In 
both of them, the Chyle not being ſeparated 
from the excrementitious Parts of the Food, the 
Blood is deprived of its due Recruits; vpon 
which I have often obſerved that an Atrophy, or 
Conſumption, and that no lingring one, has 
ſeized the ſick Perſons.

Scrophulous Kernels preternaturally ſituated in 
the Meſentery, by which (the Milky Veins be- 
ing ſtreightned as with a Thread, or being com- 
preſt) the Paſſage of the Nutritious Liquor, 
which is ſeparated in the Inteſtines, and taken 
in Pl the Mouth of the Lacteal Veins into the 
Maſs of Blood, is either totally, or in Part hin- 
dred. In which Caſe the Stools are large, and 
Chylous, the Belly grows hard and is ſwelPd 
but the Urine flows in a very little Quantity, yet 
keeps its natural Colour.

Hiſtory I. 


A certain Citizen's Son, in the Street com- 
monly called Woodſtreer, being about four Years 
old, ſeem'd without any Fever or Cough to be 
brought by degrees to the higheſt Degree of a 
Maraſmus ; but his Belly was unequally hard 
and ſwell'd, his Urine very little in Quantity, 
yet of a good Colour; his Stools frequear, 
large, and plainly Chylous : Nevertheleſs his 
Appetite continued good, or rather greedy all 
the Time of his Illneſs ; whereupon J did eaſi- 
ly conjecture that the Paſſage of the Chyle 
through the Milky Veins was much hindred, 
by the many and very large Glandulous Swel- 
lings placed up and down in his Belly, and 
that his Conſamption had its Origine from the 
Evacuation of the Chyle cauſed in this manner. 

I ordered the Plaiſter Diaſaponis to be applied to 
his whole Belly, and the following Fulep to 4 given 
him plentifully, and frequently. Take Parſly-water 
Fennel. water, of each four Ounces, the Mugiſteri 
Water of Earth-worms, Syrup of the five opening 
Roots, of each two Qunces, of the pureſt Salt of 


Amber - 
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Amber very well freed from the Oil, balf a Dram; 
mix them, and make a Fulep. 

This Liquor he very greedily coveted beyond 
all Expectation, plainly refuſing any other, ſo 
that in the Space of four and twenty Hours he 
drank up double the Quantity of the Julep that 
was vrefcrib'd. Upon which he made Water at 
a ſtrange rate, and had fewer, and leſs chylous 
Stools, the Swelling of his Belly falling at the 
ſame time, and in a ſhort Space, with the fre- 
quent and pleatiful Uſe of this Julep, and tor- 
refied Rhubarb made up into the Form of a Bolus 
with Diaſcordiumy the little Boy was freed from 
his Maraſmus beyond the Expectation of all his 
Friends, 


Hiſtory 2. 


Very lately (which was juſt after I had wrote 
this Treatiſe) I was called to go ſee Mr. Gouge's 
Son at the Sign of the Cornelian Ring in the 


Strand, a Boy about fix Years old, and perfect- 


ly reduced to a Skeleton by a Maraſmus As 
ſoon as I had made a diligent Eaquiry in- 
to the Cauſe of this Conſumption, I preſently 
found his Belly, which was very much, and un- 
equally tumified, every where full of Swellings, 
which were diſpoſed here and there ja Cluſters, 
which yet could not be diſcerned without 
preſſing very hard with one's Fingers. 

His Stools alſo were frequent, and Chylous, 
his Urine little, but of a natural Colour; he 
had no Cough, breath'd freely enough; but he 
had a very melancholick and plainly dead 
Look, and his Countenance was ſqualid and

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I ordered him the White Drink, and 4 Bolus 
with Diaſcordium, and torrefied Rhubarb,” of each 


bal, a Scruple, to he taken once a Week; the 


Plaiſter Diaſaponis to be applied to his Belly, 
and the Fulep I juſt now mentioned in the laſt 
Hiſtory, which was made very ſtrong of the 
Salt of Amber, to be drank as often as he would 
take it. 
What I have been telling of the former Pa- 
tient, the {ame thing did happily fall out here 
in this, For the Boy refuſing all other Liquors, 
did covet the Julep Day and Night, ſo that he 
drank almoſt four and twenty Ounces every 
Day. By which Means it came to paſs, that in 
the Space of a Fortnight or leſs, his Stools were 
brougnt to a natural Conſiſtence, Colour, and 
Quantity. His Urine alſo flow'd plentifully. 
The Swelling of his Belly went dowa to a Mi- 
racle. Neither could I any, more perceive any 
Swellings that lay conceald within it, though 
| ſtrictly examin'd with my Fingers. His Ap- 
petite and Deſire of Drink were natural, and 
as they ought to be: His Fleſh likewiſe ſeem'd 
gradually to increaſe every Day.

Conſumption of the Lungs is a Con- 
ſumption of the whole Body with a

Faq Fever, proceeding firſt from an ill 
affection, and at length an Exul- 
ceration of the Lungs : Which in- 
deed is the moſt famous Conſumption, and that 
which is called ſo by Way of Eminence, and of 
which Authors uſe to treat, as if there were 
no other kind of Conſumption ; and therefore 
I ſhall now ſpeak more largely of it. | 
This Conſumption of the Lungs is either Ori-

Original, o ginal, which from the very beginning depends 
— upon an ill Diſpoſition, and an Exulceration of

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the Lungs : Or Secondary, and Symptomatical, 
whenever the Lungs receive any great Injury 
from preceding Diſtempers, 

But ſeeing that we ought always in the Cure 
of a Symptomatical Coalumptinn of the Lungs, 
to have a particular Regard: to the primary 
Diſtemper, from which this Conſumption has 
its Origine, and the Cure of it does require a 
Variation in ſome things, according to the Na- 
ture of that Diſtemper ; I ſhall make it my Buſi- 
neſs in the laſt Book of this Treatiſe to treat of 
the Cure of this kind of Conſumptions, having 
firſt given in this Second Book (ſo far asI have 
been able to obſerve) a general Account of the 
Nature, Cauſes, Differences, Diagnoſtick, and

Of the Cauſes of an Original Conſumption of 
the Lungs. 


The genenal FT H E Cauſe of a Conſumption of the Lungs 
. in general is a vitiated Diſpoſition of the 
Maſs of Blood, and of the Spirits in the Nerves, 
contracted gradually from ſeveral procatartick 
or prediſpoſing Cauſes, in which the ſharp or 
malignant Serum or Water of the Blood being 
ſeparated by the ſoft and glandulous Subſtance 
of the Lungs, does ſtuff, inflame, and at length 
alſo exulcerate the Lungs themſelves, which is 

the immediate Cauſe of this Diſtemper. 
The Procs. The procatartick Cauſes, or thoſe which give

Blood, but alſo by fixing almoſt a continual Spaſ-

plentiful, and an unſeaſonable Gorging of Meat 


ſuch Meats and Liquors as abound with excre- 
mentitious Parts, and are not very eaſy to be 
digeſted; but eſpecially the drinking too much 
Wine, and Liquors that are very ſpirituous. 
Which when it is join'd with Cares and Grief, 
and other ſuch-like Paſſions of the Mind, (fo far 
as I have been able to obſerve) is commonly the 
Cauſe of a Conſumption of the Lungs. For the 
Habit of the Body being from hence filled with 
a Load of diſpirited and unprofitable Humour 

as it is when it is Oedematous, the whole Ma 

of Blood is polluted, and rendred wateriſh and 
ſharp,and at length is diſpoſed to a hectical Heat. 


Fourthly, the Neglect of due Exerciſe, for want ,. e 
of which, the Excrements, which ought by the 5 Exer- 


uſual Law of Nature to be thrown out by the 
Skin, being detained in the Blood, are wont by 
degrees to deſtroy the Craſis or Mixture of it. 
For want of this the Humours alſo are wont to 
ſtagnate in the Habit of the Body, and various 
Obſtructions to ariſe here and there in the ſmall 
Fibres themſelves; which contribute very much 
to the Corrupting of the Blood, and the Weak- 


ning of the Spirits. Fifthly, Night - Studies, and g. Ngbr-

The Body being thus prediſpos'd to a Con- 
ſumption by theſe and other ſuch-like Proca- 
tarctick Cauſes, the more immediate Cauſe of 
this Diſtemper is for the moſt part the taking of 
Cold; from whence it comes to paſs, that in the 
Body diſpoſed in ſuch a manner by a Load of 
Humours, or Water continually deriv'd from 
the diſtemper'd Habit of the Body into the 
Lungs, a Cough is cauſed, that is not eaſily ſha- 
ken off, as that is wont to be, which happens 
from a meer accidental Cold, where the Matter 
is concocted within a few Days into a putrid 
Phlegm, and upon that is all perfectly thrown 
out by a Cough (as I ſhall ſhew more largely in 
the Chapter of a Catarrh.) Moreover from a 
Stock of very ſharp and malignant Humours, 
which were gathered before in the Habit of the 
Body, (as there is a continual Supply of new 
Matter from the Circulation of the Blood) there 
is a continual and troubleſome Cough produced, 
and ſticks upon the Pafient to his dying Day : | 
The Serum, or Water of the Blood, being ſepa- 
rated, as it were, in a perpetual Stream by the 
glandulous Parts of the Lungs, and not admit- 
ting of any Concoction until the Lungs, eſpe- 
cially the glandulous Parts of them, ſwell from 
their being ſtufft, and grow hard, and at length 
the Tone of the Parts is quite deſtroyed, and 
they are ulcerated by the Sharpneſs of the Hu- 
mour, that is ſeparated by theſe tender and ſoft 
Ways: Which indeed is the immediate Cauſe of 
a Conſumption of the Lungs.

Of the Degrees of an Original Conſumption 
of the Lungs, and the Signs which give 
us Warning of it, together with the Pre- 
ſervatory Indications, or what we are 


directed to do in order to prevent it.

And here I ſhall earneſtly beg Pardon for be- 
ing toq quick with my Pen, (if any one can re- 
ſear it as prepoſterous) whilſt I offer ſomething 
more ia this Chapter (though briefly) concern- 
ing the [adications for preventing this Diſtem- 
per, and that before the methodical Thread of 
my Diſcourſe brings me to the more copious 
Subject of the Indications of Cure.

three: The catrying off by ſome way of Evacua- 
tion the diſpirited Chyle, that lurks in the Ha- 
bit of the Body: The tempering of the preter- 
natural and hectical Heat in the Blood and Spi- 
rits, newly cauſed by the Stagnation of the Hu- 
mours: And laſtly, the Strengthening of the 
Tone of the Parts, and conſequently Freeing 
them from their Obſtructions; which being neg- 
lected , there is all the Reaſon to fear an ill Ha- 
bit of Body, and a Return of the preternatural

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Gentle Pur- For this end, though ſtrong Purges (as I have 


©". before hinted) are in this caſe to be condemned, 
een. yet it is very convenient to carry off the Load 


of Humours by Stool gently, and by degrees, 
with kindly and Stomatick Purges, until the Bo- 
dy is freed from its Bloutineſs and Obſtructions, 
and reduc'd to its firſt and natural State. 
The Purges of this Nature are, the Stomach 
Pills with Gums, Aloephangin Pills, Aloes prepared 
with Juice of Roſes, Maſtick Pills, Pill Ruff,, the bit- 
ter Draught with Senna, &c. But I preferr the 
Tinttura Sacra, and the Purging Mineral Waters, 
before any other ſort of Purge; which as they 
carry. off the vapid Humours by little and little 
with Eaſe, and without putting them into too 
great a Motion, ſo they alſo rather temper the 
Heat, than kindle a new Flame in the, Spirits 
and Blood, (which is often the Effect of other 
Purges) and ſtrengthen the, Tone of the Sto- 
mach, which in this caſe is weak and relax'd, and 
Diuretick: Withal increaſe the Appetite. For the ſame

Among thoſe Medicines that are Diaphore- 4mong/ the 
tick, a Decoction of Sarſa deſerves the Preference, rick? 4 
which not only cauſes a gentle Breathing by the g of 
Pores of the Skin, but alſo tempers and ſoftens * 
the Maſs of Blood: As alſo Ceruſs of Antimony, 
Diaphoretick Antimony, &c. which Antimonial 
Medicines provoke Urine as well as Sweat. 

If the Blood ſeems but in the leaſt degree to If the Hue: 
grow preternaturally hot, it is convenient in the —

very beginning to take away a moderate Quan- #et, ſome 
tity of 1t, in order to cool it, and to abate the —＋ — 
Fulneſs of the Veſſels. For although Bleeding 
is condemn'd in a Conſumption, when it is once 
confirm'd, becauſe the uſe of it at that time not 
only affords no Benefit, but alſo procures the 
ſudden Deſtruction of Nature: Yet nothing 
does conduce more to the preventing, or extin- 
guiſhing of that Hectical Flame which is in the 
Blood, if it be adminiſtred time enough. By 
which Means (other neceſſary Medicines being 
alſo given in a due Method) the Inflammation 
and Swelling, and conſequently the Exulceration 
of the Lungs themſelves; yea, and the Conſump- 
tion itſelf, together with a Cough, Difficulty of 
Breathing, and the reſt of the Train of direful 


Symp- 
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Symptoms may be happily prevented. And in- 
deed, from what I have learnt by a great deal 
of Experience, I do not doubt but many fall 
into fatal Conſumptions from an Inflammation 
Many fall of the Lungs, a Pleuriſy, ordinary Catarrhs, 
es, . and other Diſtempers of that kind, becauſe, 
want of due through the Careleſneſs of the Phyſician, or the 
Bleeding. Patient's Fear, and the Timorouſneſs of his 
Friends that areabout him, there was not Blood 
taken away in due time, or ſo often as there ſhould 
be, or in a ſufficient Quantity by opening aVein. 
From whence it comes to pals, that the Blood 
retaining a Hectical Heat, the Lungs for a long 
time remain hotter than they ought to be, and 
upon that there is a Conflux of the Humours 
flowing into the Part affected, or rather a plenti- 
ful Separation of the new Chyle by the Glands 
of the Lungs : From which there follow violeat 
and dry Coughs, Inflammations, and at length 
(when the Conſumption comes to its Height) 
Exulcerations. And therefore I never do take 
away ſo great a Quantity af Blood from other 
Perſons, that have a Fever, as from theſe ſickly 
conſumptive People, whenever they happen to 
be Feveriſh ; and this I have done with very 
good Succels, ſo that I do not remember that | 
ever yet repented of doing it.

And indeed Nature has made this Proviſion for 
very great Reaſons. For if a free and quiet Pal- 
ſage were every Day allowed but to the ſmal- , 
leſt Body or Particles, that are Heterogeneous, 
how ſoon woul@there be an End of Man's Life, 
by the ſtuffing of the ſmall Branches of the- 
Wind-pipe, which by reaſon of the Streightneſs 
of the Paſſages, uſe ſometimes to be ſtuffed, and 
aſthmatically ſtopt, even by the Air itſelf when 
it is thicker than ordinary. But how fierce ſo- 
ever and continual this catarrhous Cough is, as 
being provoked by a Tickling from a continual 
Excretion and Diſtillation of Rheum from the 
Glands in the Wind- pipe; yet itis as always at 
the Beginning moiſt, and joined with a great 
Flux of Humours ; ſo likewiſe it is accompanied 
with no Weight, or Oppreſſion of the Lungs, 
or Shortneſs of Breath, which for the moſt part 
are obvious to our Obſervation in a conſump- 
tive Cough, and that in the very Beginning.

gianing dry for ſome Moaths, (and ſometimes 
it may be for ſome Years; ) whereas a ſimple 
Catarrh is at firſt humoroſe, as I ſaid before. 
Secondly, in that a ſimple Catarrh goes off in a 
few Days, at moſt in a few Weeks; to wit, ſo 
ſoon as ever that accidental feveriſh Ferment, 
occaſioned by taking of Cold, does by degrees 
once ceaſe to put the Maſs of Blood any longer 
into an extraordinary Motion, Which being 
once done, the glandulous Coat of the Wind- 


pipe does no more ſeparate or ſpew out any Hu- 


mour, but what it does naturally. From whence 
it comes to paſs,that what remains of thatRheum 
which is ſeparated by theſe Glands, being no 
longer attenuated with a new Flux of the Hu- 
mours, is by degrees concocted by the natural 
Heat of the Parts into Phlegm that reſembles 


purulent Matter, and is cough'd up in that Form,

Tubercles, in what Part ſoever of the Subſtance 
of the Lungs they happen to be bred, cannot 
but make a troubleſome Compreſſion, npon ſome 
of theſe ſmall Pipes, and ſtreighten them: So 
that troubleſome Senſe, by reaſon of the Conti- 
nuity of the Membranes, does affect the upper 
Extremity or Beginning of the very Wind-pipe, 
by a Conſent of Parts, as we commonly ſay;

Agent, But if any one ſhould be inquiſitive about 
A-oxnt the Original of the Tubercles in the Lungs,

* Anſwer: That the Subſtance of the Lungs not 
only ſeems more obnoxious to a Flux of Hu- 
mours (as the Ancients love to phraſe it) than 
any other Parts of the Body, from the continual 
Motion of theſe Parts cauſed in Reſpiration; but 
alſo by reaſon of its ſpungy Softneſs, (becauſe it 
conſiſts wholly of ſmall Bladders and Veſſels) 
is wont to ſuck in, and retaia the Humours. 
And therefore, when all the internal and exter- 
nal Parts, as well thoſe that are Muſcular, as 
thoſe that are Glandulous,are very often affected 
with ſeveral Sorts of ſuch Swellings, why ſhould 
it be ſtrange, it they are frequently found here 
alſo, as they are in other Parts of the Body ? 
Yea, when I conſider with myſelf, how often 
in one Year there is Cauſe enough miniſtred for 
producing theſe Swellings, even to thoſe that are 
wont to obſerve the ſtricteſt Rules of Living, I 
cannot ſufficieatly admire that any one, at leaſt 
after he comes to the Flower of his Youth, can 
die without a Touch of a Conſumption. And 
without doubt the breeding of theſe Swellings is

From whence it comes to pals, that as the Part 
affected being too much diſtended by the Hu- 
mour that is impriſoned in it, is deprived of its 
naturai Tone, and thereupon 1s no longerable 
to ſpew or throw out the Serum, or Water that 
flows into it, or is ſeparated ; ſo likewiſe the 
Humour, that is ſo ſhut up, not being any more 
renewed by an Influx of freſh Humour, does by 
degrees grow dry and hard from the natural 
Heat of the Part: From whence ariſes a Hardneſs 
that reſiſts a Preſſure, or a Tubercle, (of which, 
we are now ſpeaking) which in progreſs of 
Time, after the natural Tone of the Part is in 
this manner deſtroyed, is wont to be inflamed, 
and to turn to an Apoſteme ſooner or later, 30 
cording to the Nature of the Lympha, or inglu- 
ded Humour, and of the Blood, from which it 
is ſeparated, which indeed is the whole-imme- 
diate Cauſe of a Conſumption of the Lungs, 
and of the dry Cough which attends it.

Conſumption. Sometimes alſo there is ſo great a | 
Quantity of Humour ſeparated in the Glandules } 
from a violent and great Catarrh, that the ex- 
cerning Faculty or Power, by which the Part 
empties itſelf, is plainly unable to throw it out. | 
From whence it comes to paſs, that the Way by | 
which new Serum ſhould flow into it being ſtopt, 
the Water which is then retained within the 
Glandules, and ſtagnates there, does by the na- |

Matter, and ſo into a Subſtance that. looks like 
Honey, or is of the Nature of a Suer, until the 
Tone of the Part being at length perfectly over- 
thrown by being too much diſtended, there fol- 
lows an Inflammation, and an Apoſteme upon it.

Phyſician, or the Timorouſnefs of the Patients 
Friends, ſuch timely, or frequent, or ſuch plen- 
tiful Bleeding as is neceffary to anſwer to the 
greatneſs of the Inflammation, is omitted. From 
whence it comes to paſs, that the Tone of the 
Parts, eſpecially thoſe that are glandulous, being 
deſtroyed, are never able to recaver their na- 
tural State again; bur here and there, in thoſe 
Places where the Inflammation has before for 
ſome time prevailed, there are hard Tubercles 
to be found diſperſed up and down, together 
with a dry Cough, and a continual Hectick 
Fever; from whence ſuch Patients, being once 
ſcized with a very acute Conſumption, die with-

By which the Patient, being at length brought to 
the laſt degree of a Conſumption, is reckoned 
to be in a deplorable Condition, even by thoſe 
that underſtand nothing of Phyſick. Of all 
which Signs, I intend particularly, though 

briefly, to ſubjoin my Obſervations. 
Fab ana, And firſt, of the Inflammatory Fever, or the 
or Inflam- Fever from an Inflammation of the Lungs. This 
matory Fe- Fever has its Beginning from an Inflammation of 
the Tubercles of the Lungs, to wit, whenever 
one or more of thoſe Tubercles happen to be 
inflamed by the taking of Cold, the liberal 
drinking of Spirituous Liquors, too much Exer- 
ciſe, or from any other ſuch- like Accident, which, 
by putting the Blood into too great a Motion, 
may make it too hot ; or elſe by too great a Di- 
ſtention of the Tone of the Glands, or from the 


peculiar 
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peculiar Nature of the Humour contained in 
the Bags, and its Diſpoſition to ripen, this Fever 
(which I uſe properly to call a Peripneumonick, 
or [aflammatory Fever) cannot but ariſe, and 
that with the Conjunction of a Difficulty of 
Breathing, (the Expectoration or Raiſing bein 
then ſtopt, though the Cough continues violent 
and oftentimes alſo of a Pain of the Side, a 
Drought, Reſtleſneſs, Want of Sleep, a great 
and continual Heat, and other Symptoms of a 
Fever from an Inflammation of the Lungs. By 
which the Patient, ſo long as the Height and 
Violence of it continues, is almoſt always con- 
fin'd to his Bed, and many times never comes 
out of it again. 

And indeed this Fever is to be treated wholly 222 Fæve- 
in the ſame manner as other Fevers, that are at- 1 * 
tended with an Inflammation of the Lungs, that „er Pest, 
is, with a very thin Diet, the plentiful Uſe of fe, 
Pectoral and Expectorating Medicines, the out- 2 ys 
ward Application of Anodyne Fomentations and -*#* 
Liniments, Pearl Cordials, and Temperate Ju- 
leps; but above all, with Bleeding,and that ſuch 
as is adminiſtred in due time, frequently, and 
plentifully, let the Patient be never ſo lean and 
confumptive : For by this means only it is poſ- 
ſible to prevent the fatal Event of the Diſtem- 
per at this time. For the Blood being once 
cooled by bleeding in time, and in a ſufficient 
Quaatity, the Fuel, which would maintain the 
Inflammation, is taken away, and the Flame, 
which is kindled io the Tubercles, is with the 
ſame Eaſe extinguiſh'd in a day or two. But if 
this be neglected, the Patient dies within ſeven a 
Days with an Inflammation upon his Lungs, and 
all the Fatal Symptoms of this very Acute Di- 
ſemper, which many times happens from the

his Friends; or at leaſt, though if he does not 

die ſo quickly, yet he dies as certainly, having

Conſumption, whilſt there is no other Fever but . i, 
a Hectick, as the preternatural Heat is continnal ivoaty « He- 
and moderate, ſo likewiſe the Pulſe is ſomewhat * Fever. 

uicker than it ought to be, according to the 
Degree of the Fever; yet for the moſt part it 
always obſerves the ſame Strokes, and is always 
alike; but only that after Eating, as a feveriſh 
Heat, ſo likewiſe a Quickneſs of the Pulſe may 
more eaſily be diſcerned. And indeed ſome Per- 
ſons in a Conſumption, that are more cold and 
phlegmatick, do uſe to perceive nothing amiſs, 
either in their Pulſe or Temper at any time but 
only then. But as ſoon as ever the Peripneu- Ven tber, 
monick Fever, with an Inflammation of the l. a 
Lungs, ſeizes them, the Pulſe, as it uſes to hap. Fever. 
pen in other Peripneumonies, is not only quick, 
but alſo hard and ſtrong, yea, likewiſe riſes up 
more in one Place than in another, ſo as to feel 
ſomewhat like a Saw, when one feels it with ſe- 
veral Fingers together, Though ſometimes, by 
reaſon of the Violence of the Spaſmodick Pain 
cauſed by the Inflammation of the Tubercles, 
it is no rare thing to obſerve a weak Pulſe, to- 
gether with a Coldneſs of the extreme Parts,for 
a time, which may employ the Sagacity of the 
moſt skilful Phyſician, to know whether he 
ought to preſcribe Bleeding, or no. For as the 
taking away of Blood does ſuddenly deſtroy Na- 
ture, and ruin the Patient, whenever the Weak- 
neſs of the Pulſe and the Coldneſs of the ex- 
treme Parts proceed from an habitual Weakneſs; 
So Bleeding, by abating the Inflammation,makes 
the Pulſe ſtronger, and reſtores Heat to the ex- 


treme Parts, whenever this Weakneſs proceeds 
I acciden- 
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accidentally from a painful Spaſm of the Lungs 
cauſed only by an Inflammation, which is often 
immediately relieved by Bleeding. 
zrhen there But when in the Progreſs of the Diſtemper a 
i: bei. putrid intermitting Fever comes on from the 
ting Fever, gathering of Matter ja the Lungs, the Pulle is 
very uncertain, to wit, in the Morning, before 
the Fitt, it is ſomewhat quick, and weak; quick 
from the Hectick Feveriſh Diſpoſition ot the 
Blood; but weak from the exhauſted and impo- 
veriſt'dHabit of the Body at this time, for want 
of the Reparation which ſhould be made by due 
and ſufficient Nouriſhment : But in the Fitt it is 
quick and ſtrong ; quick from the Hectick Fe- 
ver, ſtrong from the preſent Orgaſm, or preter- 
natural Commotion of the Blood. But when 
the Sweat begins to come on, both the preter- 
natural Quickneſs and the Strength of the Pulſe 
are by little and little abated, until the Strength 
of it is renewed by the next Fitt. 
Secondly, the Urine,when the Diſtemper firſt 
ſeizes the Patient, is in ſome degree leſs than u- 
ſual, and ſomewhat high- coloured, according to 
the Degree of the Hectick Fever, and being ex- 
poſed to the Air, turns thick, with ſome Settling 
at the Bottom, as abounding with more Chylous 
Particles than it ſhould do. But when the Tu- 
bercles begin once to be inflamed, it is very red, 
and high-colour'd : But as ſoon as the putrid 
Fever from the Apoſtemes of thoſe Tubercles, 
ſucceeding the Inflammation of them, comes to 
be one of the Symptoms, it is high-colour'd, as 
it uſes tobe in intermitting Fevers, and thick; 
and at length being expoſed to the external Cold, 
has a white Settling like Meal, and ſometimes 
a little red; for the Blood in this colliquative 
State ſeparates the Nutritious Juice by W 
o

of a confirm'd Conſumption. 
of the Kidneys, as well as by other Glands. 
Though it muſt be confeſs'd, that Perſons in a 
Conſumption, that are Scorbutical, and Hypo- 
chondriacal, but eſpecially where the Nerves are 
affected, or upon drinking of French Wine, or 
other Diuretick Liquors, do make a good Quan- 
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tity of Urine that is like Water, thin, and pale 


at ſome times; after which there preſently fol- 
lows a high - colour'd and thick Urine. 


Thirdly, that which Perſons in a Conſump- 3. 0erva- 


tion ſpit at firſt (that is, when the Stuffing of the 
Lungs gives the firſt Occaſion of it) is plentiful, 
ſometimes crude, ſometimes concotted, as it 
uſes to be in a common Catarrh: Or elſe it is 
thin and wateriſh, becauſe for the moſt part (to 
wit, whilſt the Cough is dry) it is thrown out 
of the Salivatory Glands from theextraordinary 
Shaking of them by Coughing, excepting ſome 
little Quantity of viſcid Phlegm, which is wont 
to be hawk'd out of the Tonſils. But in the 
Progreſs of the Diſtemper, eſpecially when it is 
concocted by Sleep, or the Uſe of Opiates, it is 
of an Aſh-colour, or yellow, or greeniſh ; the 
like Concoction to which the Serum admits in 
the Glands of the Noſe, or Wind-pipe, in the 
latter end of a Catarrh. But after the Lungs 
are ulcerated, if the purulent Matter, not being 
contained in a proper Cyſ:s, be thrown into 
the Branches of the Wind-pipe, that which they 
ſpit is purulent, and ſtinks, and is ſometimes al- 
10 mixt with Streaks of Blood, like that which 
uſes to run out of old and foul Ulcers. 
> But we muſt not make a Judgment of the 
ſpitting of purulent Matter, from the yellow or 
greeniſh Colour of it: For this kiad of Colour 
not only the Serum, that comes from the Glands 
of the Lungs, has, but likewiſe that which is 
: WM ſepa- 
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ſeparated by the Glands of the Noſe in the end 
of a Catarrh, to wit, as ſoon as it comes to be 
concocted. Neither is that that Perſons ſpit to 
be preſently taken for purulent, becauſe it ſinks, 
M/ iy in Or difſolves in warm Water. For the ſpitting 
Faking and Of Scorbutical Perſons, becauſe it is much im- 
An pregnated with Salt, and thereupon glutinous 
and heavy, is wont to diſſolve, and to ſubſide in 
How true hot Water, though the Lungs are ſound. But 
2x: may true Pus or Matter may be known by theſe three 
Signs: Firſt, it affects the Noſe with a ſtinking 
Smell. Secondly, though it be ſomething thick, 
yet it is not at all glutinous, but fluid, having 
no Strings or Ropineſs. Thirdly, it is of ſeveral 
Colours, to wit, yellow, greeniſh, &c. but for 


the moſt part of an Aſh-colour, and ſomething 
black.

CHAE 


Of the Differences of .an Original Conſump- 
tion of the Lungs. 


N Ere I could eaſily make ſeveral Diviſions of 
a Conſumption of the Lungs, and thoſe 
ſuch as are confirm'd by daily Experience bur, 
becauſe they neither afford any Light to the 
forming of a true Notion of this Diſtemper in 
general, nor help us to a clearer, or more di- 
ſtint Uaderſtanding of the general Prognoſtick 
Signs and [Indications of Cure, I ſhall not ſo 
much as mention them, at leaſt in this place. 


Bur yet there is one Diviſion of a Conſumption The Divifes 
of the Lungs, which is into an Acute, and a Z 


umpt ion in- 


Chronical Conſumption, without the Knowledge to Acute and 


of which, a Phyſician muſts needs be very often 


miſtaken, as well in the making of his Progno- 


ſticks, as in the Diſcovery of the Indications of 
Cure. And therefore no one ought to thiak it 
improper, if | here add, with what Brevity I 
can, my Obſervations for a fuller Explication of 
it. For as I have ſeen ſome taken away by this 
Diſtemper within the Space of one, or at moſt 
of a few Months, ſo I have obſerved a great 
many others, that were far gone in a Conſump- 
tion, by due Care, and by making uſe of 
proper Means, who have lived, though in a 


ſickly and crazy State, for many Years; as for . 


Example, Mr. Haither, who after the Cure of 
a Spitting of Blood, which he had been ſeized 
: Jy © | withal 
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withal when he was a Youth, is yet living, in the 
fiftieth Year of his Age, though in the whole 
Courſe of this Time he has been lean, troubled 
with a Cough, and often had Touches of a Fe- 
ver, and been freed from ſeveral Putrid Fevers 
by-our Art. And thus my dear Father, who 
himſelf was a very skilful Phyſician, though he 
was troubled with a continual Cough, a Diffi- 
culty of Breathing, frequent Putrid Fevers, a 
light Degree of a Hectical Heat, though conti- 
nual, did nevertheleſs by this means ſpin out his 
Life, though he continued ſickly, from the thir- 
tieth to the ſixtieth Year of his Age; and at 
laſt did not die of#a Conſumption of his Lungs, 
(from which he ſeemed for the laſt three Years 
of his Life to be more free than he had been 


before) but of that Epidemical, that continued 


Putrid Fever, which reigned publickly all over 
England in the Year 1658. The ſame thing ! 
obſerved in Mrs. Daviſon, a Merchant's Wife in 
London, for the Space of fifteen Years, and in a 
certain Merchant that lived in Philpot-Lane,who 


after ſeveral Inflammatory Fevers, that returned 


often in a Year from every little Occaſion, at 
length happened to have ſuch an extraordinary 
Exulceration of his Lungs, that he died of ir, 
together with a Dropſy, and the other uſual 
Symptoms of a Fatal Conſumption of the Lungs, 
when he was about fixty Years old, I could like- 
wiſe give ſeveral Hiſtories of this Nature; but

this Difference, to me it ſeems to proceed from 
the different Diſpoſition of the Blood, and of 


that Humour which is ſupplied to the Tuber- 


cles of the Lungs, and; differs according to the 

various Dyſcraſy of the Blood.

ariſe from it, by reaſon of ſome peculiar Dyſ- 
craſy of the Blood, have their Original from 
ſome malignant or cancrous Humour, or a Hu- 
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mour that is apt to cauſe a Gangrene, as I re. 


member it has ſometimes happened) the Di- 
ſtemper is not only certainly mortal, but alſo 


quick, and very acute, and ſuch as carries off 


the Patient in a few Months, and it may be 
Weeks. But if they ariſe from ſome benign, 
mild, and cold Humour, ſuch as is leſs apt for 
Inflammation and Putrefaction, the Patient gains 
a longer, though a miſerable,Truce for his Life. 
But if the Maſs, that is contained in the hard- 
ned Glands, be (as it is often ſeen in ſome Scor- 
burical Perſons, and much more in thoſe that 
are Scrophulous) either not at all, or at leaſt 
but more ſlowly, diſpoſed to an Inflammation 
and Putrefaction, the Diſtemper is very Chro- 
nical, and the Patient living in a conſumptive 
and ſickly State for many Vears, is at length 
ſometimes ſeized and carried off by ſome other 


Diſeaſe, as appears plainly from the Inſtances I 


have before mentioned. For ſo long as the Lungs 
are only ſtufft, or the Tubercles, that ariſe from 
that Stuffing, remain in a crude State, the Per- 
ſon's Life, though it be miſerable, yet is not 
brought into any ſudden Danger, though he is 
troubled with an Oppreſſion of his Breaſt, ſome 
Difficulty of Breathing, and a frequent Cough ; 
all which Symptoms are wont to be increaſed 
even from the taking of the leaſt Cold, or the 
committiag of any Error in his Diet, and that 
with the Addition of an uncertain Fever for a 
time. Likewiſe ſome Degree of a continual hec- 


tical Heat may be perceived in the Solid Parts , 


but eſpecially in the Palms of the Hands, an 
the Soles of the Feet; as alſo a Redneſs in the 
I 4 Cheeks, 
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Cheeks, eſpecially after Eating, apd the Drink- 
ing of Wine. The Pulſe alſo is ſomething quick, 
and ſometimes intermitting; the Appetite un- 
conſtant, and for the moſt part weak, at leaſt 
upon the taking of Cold. There is likewiſe ra- 


ther a Lankneſs of the Muſcular Fleſh, than a 


lain Conſumption. That which they ſpit is 
ometimes viſcid, and black, or of an Aſh-co- 
lour, according to the Colour of the Matter 
contained in the ſwelled Glands, Many times 
too a Spitting of Blood uſes to return pretty 
often upon the leaſt Occaſion. Which ate the 
Symptoms or Diagnoſtick Signs of a lingring 
Conſumption of the Lungs, which notwith- 
ſtanding a Perſon , though he muſt expect to be 
always crazy and ſickly, may many times live a 
long time; but *rwill not be ſafe for him to 
indulge himſelf in the free Uſe of Wine and

of ſuch as are moſt convenient , nor of ſeveral 
other thiags, that conduce to the Pleaſure of 
Human Life, as others do, But as ſoon as a 
new Inflammatory, or Putrid, and Colliquative 
Fever, is produced by the Inflammation and A- 
poſtemation of theſe Tubercles, all the Symp- 
toms of a confirmed and deplorable Conſump- 
tion are wont to follow; which are more or leſs 
certainly and ſuddenly, according to the Nature 
of the Swellings, as they are more or leſs diſ- 
poſed to an Inflammation, and a quick Exulce- 
ration. And here perhaps it may be worth the 
while to add farther ſome. particular Obſerya- 
tions: As for Example.

Swellings (being but few and beniga) happen to 
be diſſolved by the Art of Phyſick; and a pal- 
liative Cure, ſo long as thoſe Swellings can but the 
be kept from an Inflammation and Exulceration, 2% 
by the help of Balſamick and other ſuch-like ade 
Medicines, By which means it comes to paſs, 
that the Patient, though he is ſickly, and ſub- 
ject to Fevers, even upon every little Occaſion, 
yet is able to do his ordinary Buſineſs, and ma- 
ny times lives to grow old. And this Diſtem- The Reaſexs 
per comes to be reckoned ſuch a ſtubborn and in- 2 
curable Dieaſe, either becauſe the Patient, being asl.

Pera u. (by reaſon it is more acute, and apt to bring a 
ver bard to putrid Fever ſooner) is harder to cure, than

where the Blood, as it is leſs diſpoſed to be hot, 
ſo it threatens a ſlower Fever, and not ſo ſudden 
a Deſtruction as in the Flower of their Age 
where all the Eſſays of Nature are made with 
Strength and Violence. 
Jt camotb* Eighthly, a Conſumption in the Autumn, or 
Autumn, or Winter, though it may be relieved by a careful 
Finer. Management, and the convenient Uſe of Medi- 
cines, yet it can never be perfectly cured with- 
N | _— 
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out the Benefit of the Spring , and of the ap- 
proaching Sun. For as the veſiculous Subſtance 
of the Lungs is almoſt,continually penetrated by 
the Air, and by the Decree of Nature is blown 
up in the fartheſt Corners of it by the continual 
Succeſſion of new Air, that is driven in and out 
by Reſpiration, ſo the preſent State of the Air 
muſt neceſſarily be of very great Moment, ſeeing 
it may either hinder or promote the Cure of 
this Diſtemper, as it is found to be wholfomely 
dry and warm, or unwholſome, by being cold and 
cloudy. So that the due Conſtitution of the 
Air contributes not only to the Preſervation of 
the Lungs, when they are out of Order, but al- 
ſo to their Cure, more than the moſt pompous 
Heap of Medicises, which cannot be conveyed 
into the Blood, and the Part affected ſo conti- 
nually, or in the ſame Quantity, as the Air is. 
And therefore 'tis uſually in vain to expect the 
Cure of a Conſumptioa in the Winter- time, and 
in Autumn, to wit, whilſt the State of the Air 
being cold, thick, and moiſt, and conſequently .

Original Diſtemper, from which it takes its Be- 
ginning, is eaſily cured.

dition, even upon the leaſt Occaſion. For not 
only the Lungs, being already impaired by a 
former Attack from the Diſtemper,are the more 
apt to receive a new Impreſſion, but there is like- 
wiſe found a greater Inclination and Diſpoſi- 
tion to this Diſtemper from the Habit of the 
Body itſelf ia theſe, than in other Perſons. Yea, 
' moreover, even after the moſt perfect Cure of a 
Conſumption, there is Reaſon to ſuſpect that 
; there are ſome crude Tnbercles yet remaining, 
which at length may, by often meeting with an 
Occaſion, be inflamed, and ripen into Apoſtemes, 
and fo at laſt become Ulcers.

Gripes, and a Looſneſs, it is better to abſtain 
from the uſe of common Milk, and to endea- 
vour to temper the Blood with Aſſe's Milk; con- 
cerning the uſe of which theſe following things - 
are alſo to be obſerved. Firſt, That the molt n. Ret 1 
convenient time to give the Aſe's Milk is early 8 
in the Morning, ſo that the Patient may ſleep in A lu. 
his Bed afterwards, and then again at fivea-Clock -. 
in the Afternoon. Secondly, That noching elſe 
of a different Nature is to be taken into the 
Stomach either in the form of Food, or of Me- 
dicine before the Milk is concocted. Thirdly, 
The Quantity, or Doſe of Milk for one time is 
from half a Pint to a Pint, or thereabouts, For 
the Stomach can neither receive nor digeſt a 
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7 — quantity of this, as neither off common 
ilk, but uſes preſently to caſt it out, either by 


Vomiting, or Stool, and that to the great Pre- 


judice of the Patient. And therefore it is pru- 
dently adviſed by Phyſicians, that the Stomach 
be by little and little accuſtomed to this kind of 
Nouriſhment, beginning at half a Pint, and in- 
creafing the quantity every day, till they riſe to 
a Pint. Fourthly, If the Patient, by reaſon of 
the acid ferment of his Stomach, be ſubject to 
2 Looſeneſs from the uſe of Aſſe's Milk, (which 
often * © 1-my/ the Milk muſt be ſweetned with 
Sugar of Roſes, and milkt upon a ſprig or two of 

Mint. Yea, if it be neceſſary, and nothing 
contraindicates, let the Patient every Night take 
a Grain of London Laudanum, or a Doſe of the 
Aſtringent EleFnary, which I have already men- 
tioned, Fifthly, This Milk ought always to be 
given in its own natural Heat às it comes from 
the Afs. For if it has been once cold, and is 
warmed again, it is not only made leſs grateful 

to the Taſte, and to the Stomach, but alſo by lo- 
ſing its ſpirituous Part, it loſes ſome of its Ver- 
tue. Sixthly, During the uſe of the Aﬀe's Milk, 


they muſt abſtain from all other Medicines, 


(which is a Rule ought to be preſcrib'd as well 


in every Milk Diet) excepting Opiatęs and 4- 


Fringents, if they ſhould be neceſſary to prevent 


a Looſeneſs, or to quiet · the violent Cough in 
the Night-time. Seventhly, But if a Looſneſs 
that 1s cauſed by the Milk ſhould not be ſtopt 
with the uſe of Landanum, and Aftringent Medi- 
cines; orif a Vomiting, or at leaſt a continual 
Sickneſs, and graviative Oppreſſion of the Sto- 
mach ſucceed to the ſtopping of the Looſeneſs 
(which are certain figns that the 'Milk curdles in 
the Stomach.) Or laſtly, if there are ſigns of

IJ Shan ſpeak of this kind of Conſumption in 
r the firſt Place, becauſe it occurs moſt fre- 


weyfrequent. quently in our Practice: For I remember more 
* of this kind of conſumptive Patients that I have 
cured, or at leaſt have ſeen cured by others, 
than of any other Sort. | 
For in a ſcrophulous Conſumption the Blood, 
by reaſon of its preternatural Acrimony, being 
as it were coagulated, and ſo unable perfectly 
to unite the new Chyle to its ſelf, and the ſolid 
Parts, 1s wont to throw it in a greater quantity 
than is convenient upon the Glandulous Parts, 
where the ſmall Veſſels do not run in a right 
Line as in the Muſcles, but fpirally ; from 
whence it comes to paſs, that the Blood is wont 
to make a longer ſtay, and to ſtagnate longer in 
theſe, than in other Parts, and fo to make a 
more plentiful ſeparation of the nutritious Juice 
in them; whereby it comes to paſs, that theſe 
parts are apt to ſwell more, and to grow larger, 
and harder than others. And what happens in 
other glandulous Parts, happens alſo in the Lungs 
themfelves, which are every where full of in- 
numerable Glandules, but of fome more con- 
icuous ones upon the Wind-pipe, and the 
ranches of it, though in their natural State they 
are not ſo eaſily diſcerned : So that 'tis no won- 
, der if thoſe that have the Kings-Evil, who are

I have recovered even ſome, that have been old; 
but a great many others, as Mr. Tibbs, Mr. Her- 
bert, &c. I have brought to a better ſtate of 
Health, than they could enjoy for a great many 


.Years before. Expectorating, and other Pul- 


monary Medicines are uſeful to this kind of con- 
ſumptive Patients, as well as to others; except 
Opium, which muſt very ſeldom be given in this 


caſe, and that not without urgent Neceſſity, be- 


cauſe of its fixing and ſtopping Nature.

Whereupon preſently, which was about the Year 
1678, he was troubled: with a dry Cough all the 
Summer from Tubercles in his Lungs, occaſioned 
by driving in of his Scab ; which nevertheleſs 
he wholly neglected for a Month or two, until 
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with a light Inflammation and Exulceration of 


the Swellings in the beginning of the Autumn, 
he fell into a putrid Intermitting Fever, with a 


loſs of Appetite, a Thirſt, and other Symptoms 


of that kind; at which time he deſired my Ad- 
vice, and with the help of the Peruvian Bark, 
of Bal ſamick and Pectoral Medicines, given in 
the Country Air, he ſeemed to be freed from 
his Fever, and in ſome meaſure from his Cough 
too. But through Impatience, and his averſneſs 
to Medicines, taking no further care of himſelf, 
he had a fatal Relapſe into his Fever, and like- 
wiſe his conſumptive Cough, by which, together 
witha Looſeneſs, profuſe Sweats, a Dropſie, and 
other Symptoms of an invincible Colliquation, 
he was carried off in the middle of the Winter 
following. In the Body, when'twas opened, we 
found all the Lobes of the Lungs here and there 
beſpatter'd with Tubercles of a various magni- 
tude; ſome that were ſmall, and newly bred;

rated, containing in them a purulent Matter 
that was of the Conſiſtence of Honey.

Mouth, but alſo by the Tonſils, and the whole 
Trunk of the Wind- pipe, even to the very Lungs; 
from whence it comes to paſs, that as the trou- 
bleſome hawking up of Phlegm from the Ton- 
ſils, fo alſo the Cough of the Lungs is wont to 
be promoted. Finally, the ſhaving of the Head 
and many Iſſues are here very Advantageous, be- 
cauſe they conduce very much to the leſſening 
of the quantity of the ſerous Liquor, that a- 
bounds in this Diſtemper, the one by promo- 
ting a Perſpiration, the other by deriving that 
Liquor to themſelves. 
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A Hiftory, 


Mr. Hunt, a Citizen of London, that had been 
a Scorbutical and Hypochondriacal Man, lived 
almoſt from his Youth to the Seventieth Year of 
his Age in a conſumptive State, doing his Buſi- 
neſs well * by taking Care, and rightly 
managing himſelf without the help of Phyſick, 
till he was above ſixty Years old, from which 
time being very much emaciated he was very 
often ſubjedt to a catarrhous Cough, that was 
alſo ſomething Aſthmatical, to a want of Ap- 
petite, eſpecially in the Winter, and likewiſe to 
a light Peripneumonical Fever from a flow In- 
flammation of the Tubercles ofhis Lungs: From 
which he was eaſily freed by the Advice of a 
Phyſician. He alſo had three Sons, all which, 
though they were Scorbutical andHypochondria- 
cal by Inheritance, yet they ſeemed ftrong and 
luſty even to the thirtieth Year of their Age. 
About which time they were all one after ano- 
ther ſeized by the ſame Right of Inheritance 
with a Conſumption occaſioned by Paſſions of 
the Mind, and the drinking of ſpirituous Li- 
quors; from whence it came to paſs, that 7 
reaſon of their negle& of a due Governmen 
this Diſtemper (which was ſo Chronical in the 
Father) was Acute enough in his Sons; and (if 
[ well remember) carried them all off before 
emaciated old Man dyed. | | 
One of theſe Sons, to wit, the Eldeſt, after 
he had continued his hectical Heat for fome 
Years by Cares and Drinking, falling intoa want 
of Appetite, Thirſtineſs, a dry Cough, and heavy 
Oppreſlion in his Breaſt, committed himſelf to 
After 
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After Bleeding, gentle Purges, and the plen- 
tiful uſe of Pectoral and Balſamick Medicines, 
he ſeemed to be ſomething better: But yet his 
Hectical Heat, Cough, and weaknefs of Appe- 
tite ſtill continuing, [ ſent him to drink Tunbrage- 
Waters in the open Country Air (the time of 
the Year favouring that Advice) expected more 
from the due uſe of the Waters, than from 
the moſt pompous Apparatus of Medicines: For 
although he did not ſtay fo long as he ought to 
ie Waters, nor fortified himſelf by a due 


drink t 
Government, yet he came back after a Month 
recovered in his Fleſh, his Looks, and Appetite 
and almoſt perfectly freed from his Cough and 
Hectical Heat too, till the next Winter entang- 
ling himſelf with Cares and much Buſineſs, and 
falling to his uſual drinking of Wine, he felt a 
return of all the former Symptoms; of which 
he could not be relieved by any Preſcriptions of 
the moſt able Phyſicians, and ſo about the next 
Fwnte he died at Ebiſham, where he had lived for 
ſome time for the benefit of the, Air. 

His Widdow, as well from her Grief for the 
Death of her Husband, as from other cauſes, as 
from taking of Cold in often Watching with 
Him, and perhaps by Infection too ( becauſe ſhe 
lay with him to his dying Day ) but eſpecially 
becauſe ſhe ſeemed prediſpoſed to a Conſump- 
tion from a ſalt and ſcorbutical Habit of Body 


after a Month began to have a dry Cough, a 


very great hectical Heat, and extream Thirſt, and 
almoſt a total want of Appetite, together with 
2 ſqualid Look, and emaciated Habit of Body, a 
continual Oppreſſion of her Lungs, a Weakneſs, 
and all the Symptoms of a very acute Conſump- 
tion, So that (if I muſt ſpeak ingenuouſſy) I 
did expect that ſhe would within a Month ot 
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to follow the lamentable Fate of her Husband 


let her be never ſo diligent in the uſe of the beſt 
Medicines of the Shops that I had any know- 
ledge of, unleſs the extraordinary Heat of the 


Blood and Lungs could be extinguiſht by a great 


plenty of ſome diluting and temperating Liquor, 
which would obtund the ſharp Salts of her 
Blood, and open the Obſtructions of the Nerves 
at the ſame time: And therefore after a light 
Ventilation by taking away a little Blood, I or- 
dered her (becauſe her Body had been coſtive) 
Ebiſham Waters made into Poſſet.drink, by way 
of Preparative; and afterwards, that ſhe ſhould 
drink Sadler's Waters at Iflington, the extraordi- 
nary Vertue of which to extinguiſh a hectical 
Heat, I had that very Year with great Succeſs 
found in my ſelf, as well as in ſeveral others. I 
ordered likewiſe a Pearl Julep, her Faintneſs, 
and the heat of her Blood and Spirits requirin 
it. But by reaſon of the ſickneſs and weakne 
of her Stomach, ſhe could not take any Lindtuſes, 


or pectoral ” oe much leſs bal ſamick Me- 
becauſe of her great difficulty of 


dicines. An 
Breathing, I was very doubtful of the uſe of 
=_— And thus for the preſent I left her. 
e purging Mineral Waters ſhe. took once or 
twice, which put her into a Looſeneſs, that held 
her for three Weeks, (and I knew nothing of 
it) her Fever ſtill flaming, and her Thirſt, 
Cough, difficulty of Breathing, Conſumption, 
Atrophy, Weakneſs, and other Symptoms in- 
creaſing, But ſhe wholly abſtaind from, and 
was plainly afraid of uſing the Iington Waters, 
becauſe that was the firſt Year they were found 
out, and there were a great many Reports ſpread 
abroad of their miſchievous Nature. But one 
time when I was not ſent _ going to viſit her 
| in 
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in her Chamber, to know. certainly what Ef 


' feQts the Chah beate Waters had had, becauſe 1

Neither 
did I preſcribe any Medicine, but only that ſhe 
ſhould uſe a Diet-drink made with Antiſcorbu- 
tick and PeQtoral Ingredients the ſpace of a 
Month for her ordinary Drink. With which ſhe 
recovered her perfect Health, and is yet alive, 
and continues well at her Father Mr. Minakir's 
Houſe, at the Sign of the King's- Head in St. Mar- 
tins, near Alderſgate. |

T every ſcorbutical Conſumption ĩs of 
an Aſthmatical Nature, yet by this I eſpe- 
cially underſtand that, which proceeds from a 
true Aſthma as the preceding Cauſe, and de- 
Fron A. Pends wholly upon it. For every Aſthma, but 
wa ba «tex efpecially that which is Humeroſe, has a tendency 
conſumption, to a Conſumption ; becauſe in this Diſtemper 
not only the Lungsare very often ſtraitned, and 
drawn together in the Nature of Spaſms (where- 
by the Tone of them is wont to be injured and 
deſtroyed, and a thick viſcid Humour is wont to 
be preſt out of their Subſtance into the Branches 
of the Wind-pipe by that frequent Compreſſion, 
which ſticking faſt there, cauſes a Cough, Whee- 
ling, and difficulty of Breathing) but likewiſe 
from the previous Diſpoſition of the Blood to be 
viſcid and tenacious, the Lungsare almoſt always 
knotted from the very beginning of this Diſtem- 
per; which Knots or Tubercles in progreſs of 
time are wont to be inflam'd and exulcerated ; 
| from whence there follows a true and fatal Aſth- 
Hee ths matical Conſumption. But this Conſumption is 
228 to be diſtinguiſhed from others, eſpecially by this, 
frmeer, that it is accompanied through the whole courſe 
of the Diſeaſe with a Wheeſing, and - extream 
difficulty of Breathing, becauſe the Humour, 
that iscontinually preſt out of the Tubercles and 
Subſtance of the Lungs into the Wind-pipe, and 
Branches of it (as I hinted before) is _— 

thl 
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thick and viſcid, ſticking tenaciouſly and trou-. 
bleſomly to the ſides of the Wind-pipe and its 
Branches like Glew, and fo hindring the free 
paſſage of the Air. f 


But this Conſumption, though it 1s uſually F- 76s = 
tal and Incurable, yet in its own Nature it is en, 


very Chronical; fo that I have ſeen ſome, who, 


though they have beed in an Aſthmatical Con- 


ſumption, yet have lived ſeveral Years with the 
help of a due Government, and of a thin Air, 
The caufe of which thing ſeems to me to be the 
toughneſs and viſcidity of the Humour thrown 
out by. the Lungs in this Conſumption. For this 
Humour, by reaſon of the grear quantity of Salt 
contained in it, eaſily and quickly admitting 
ſome Concoction, though into a viſcid Matter 
loſes a great deal of its corroſive Acrimony; an 
thereupon, becomes more benign, leaving a leſs 
impreſſĩon behind it upon the Lungs, than where 
it is ſharp, thin, and perfectly crude, and ad-

A Hiſory. 


Mrs. Sherwin, a” Virgin, that had been for 
many Years paſt troubled with an Aſthma, eſpe- 
cially in the Winter, and when ſhe lived in Lon- 
don; with the help of a due Government, of 
the Country Air, &c. ſhe ſeemed to do her Bu- 
ſineſs well enough, till ſhe was forty Years old, 
or thereabouts. From which time ſhe began to 
be ſomewhat Conſumptive, with an increaſe of 


her Cough, and her difficulty of Breathing grow- 


ing worſe and worſe every Day, her Appetite 
likewiſe being ſpoiled from her feveriſh hectick 
Heat, which then began to ſeize her. But with 
uſing the Chalybeate Waters, my Stomach Pills,

The ſame I obſerved in Mr. Baxter, an emi- 
nent Citizen of London; who from a chronical 
Aſthma fell at laſt into a fatal Conſumption, of 
which he was much, and a long time relieve 
with the uſe of Spirit of Salt Armontack, an 
Pectoral Medicines, but eſpecially Balſamicks; 
but after a Year or two, his difficulty of Brea- 
thing being very much increaſed, and baying a 
Looſeneſs come upon it, together with the Gripes, 
a Dropſie, and other Symptoms of a fatal Con- 
ſumption, he was carried off. But the Aſthmatick

Hiftory 1. 


Mr. Richards, a Citizen of London, that lived 
in Southwark, a Man that was lean, and of a 
truly dry and cold Temperament (as the Anci- 
ents were pleaſed to ſpeak) ſomewhat dull and 
melancholy from his very childhood, before the 
fortieth Year of his Age fell into a melancholy 


Delirium, from which he was perfectly freed by 


the long uſe of Chalybeate Medicines, gentle 
- Purges, Antiſcorbuticks, and Cephalicks; the 
taking away of ſome Blood in time from the 
Jugular and Hæmorrhoid Veins, contributing 
thereto. | But although he was freed from his 
Melancholy, yet he continued lean, and ſome- 
thing thoughtful, and many times too he was 
troubled with a little dry Cough, which he had 
been ſubject to for a long time.

without apparent danger of his Life, yet from 
that time that the racking Pains of his Bloody- 
flux, or Spaſtns of his Bowels began to be vio- 
lent, «he ſeemed to be plainly freed from his 
Cough as well as his difficulty of Breathing, and 
indeed he breathed as if his Lungs had been 
perfectly ſound again, and bore the plentiful uſe 
of Opium without any inconvenience, until the 
Bloody-flux, with the racking Pains being once 
overcome with the long uſe of it, his difficulty 
of Breathing, together with the Cough that 
was as troubleſome as before, returned, as if 
that Spaſmodick Vellication of the Bowels had 
been e into a conſtriction of the 
Lungs and Membranes of the Breaſt. But in 
the alternate Succeſſion of the aforeſaid Symp- 
toms, one might eaſily ſee the Patient declining 
every Day, and this Chronical Conſumption, 
that had been neglected, haſtening to its fatal 
end, of which I undertook only a palliative 
Cure. 


Hiſtory 2. 


Mr. Pratt, who lived in Pater-Naſter-Rom, be- 
ing lean and melancholick from his Childhood, 
of a cold and dry Conſtitution, and often ſub- 
ject to a ſpaſmodick Pain in his Stomach; after 
he had been married a Year or two' fell into a 
Conſumption of his Lungs, but yet a ſlow and 
Chronical bne, accompanied with a'dry Covgh, 
an Oppreſſion and Conftriftion of his Lungs, 


2s alſo a loſs of Appetite; but yet without any 


temarkable degree of a Fever, or quickneſs of 
Pulſe, by reaſon of the natural coldnefsof his 
Conſtitution, For a Year or two he did = 

: take 
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take care to eradicate the Diſeaſe, contenting 
himſelf with I know not what Receipts of ſome 
Old Women to help his Cough ; till at length 
having ſome apprehenſion of the approaches of 
Death from the total loſs of his Appetite, from 
a difficulty of Breathing, a Cough, Fever, and 
an univerſal Colliquation coming upon it, he 
begged my Advice, when it was too late, at the 
very beginning of the Winter. Becauſe of his 
difficulty of Breathing, and his troubleſome 
Cough, I fent him into the Country Air, and put 
him upon the uſe of Pectoral and Bal ſamick Me 
dicines; whereupon he ſeemed for a Month or 
two tobe better as to the Appetite, Cough, and 
Breathing, But . weary of the Country, 
he came up again to London : From which time 
all things grew worſe, but above all his Cough 
and Jiffculry of Breathing were violent upon 
him, ſo that he was troubled almoſt with con- 
tinual Watchings. At length of a ſudden, and 
without any evident cauſe, he was taken with 
dreadful Spaſmodick Pains, like a Cholick of 
the Stomach, his Body being at the ſame time 
lockt up, ſo that every moment he ſeemed as if 
he were a dying with the violence of the Pain. 
From which time he was perfectly freed from 
his Cough and difficulty of Breathing, fetching 
his Breath as well as if his Lungs were no ways 
affected. And therefore, the violent Symptom 
requiring it, I gave not only Opiates, but allo 
Catharticks, in a good quantity for ſeveral days; 
till at length with the uſe of Liniments, Foment- 
tations, Clyſters, Purges, and eſpecially the fre- 
quent repetition of Opaates, thoſe racking Spaſims 
(which towards the latter end were inconſtant, 
moving from one ſide to the other, and going 


from his Stomach to the Inteſtines, as being truly

were plainly overcome. After this fox ſome 
Weeks he continued free from the Spaſmodick 
Conſtriction and Streightneſs of his Lungs, and 
recovered ſomething of an Appetite, and af his 
Strength; {o that I my ſelf began to have a great 
deal of hopes that he would quickly recover his 
Health, and thought him to be rather Hypo- 
chondriacal, than Conſumptive; till at length 
the unexpected return of his difficulty of Breath-

Hiſtory 3. 


Mrs. Walker, a Merchant's Wife of London, 
about the Thirtieth Year of her Age becoming 
Hypochondriacal and Hyſterical from many 
preceding Cares, and Paſſions of her Mind, at 
length fell into a Hectick Fever, with a Cough, 
difficulty of Breathing, pain in her Side, and 
Looſeneſs ; which made her extreamly weak, 
and brought her almoſt into the Stats of a Aa- 
raſmus. But with the diligent uſe of Opiates, 
Hyſterick Juleps, the Peruvian Bark, of Pectoral 
Antiſcorbutick, and Chalybeate Medicines, and 
repeated Bleeding, ſhe was reſtored even in the 
Winter-time to a State of Health, beyond the 
Expectation of all her Friends. But two or three 
Years after, upon the Death of her only Daugh- 
ter, and her Grief which was occaſioned by it, 
ſhe relapſed. From which ſhe recovered again 
in the Spring with the tunely uſe of Iſlington Wa- 
ters, and the benefit of the Country Air. From 


which time ſhe gave her ſelf to the drinking of 
too much Brandy, and other ſpirituous Liquors,

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to keep up her Spirits; with the liberal drinking 
of which, as ſhe plainly loſt her Appetite, ſo at 

bh; that is, after a Year or two, ſhe had x 
fatal teturn of her Conſumption that Winter, 
together with a flaming hectick Fever, a conti. 
nual Cough, difficulty of Breathing, Looſeneſs, 
and indeed an univerſal Colliquation. Neither 
would ſhe ask my Advice until ſhe was hardly 
able, by reaſon of her Weakneſs, to turn her 
ſelf in her Bed.

THAT common ſaying amongſt 7 
ans, That purulent Matter follows Ble 

ſeems to have had its Original from hence, ' be» 
cauſe an Apoſteme of the Lungs, or a Pulmo. 
nary Conſumption is wont to follow a ſpitting - 
of Blood ſooner and oftner than any other Di- 
ſtemper. Which whether it happens from the 
Craſis of the Blood being ſpoiled by too great a 
loſs of it, or from a plentiful Flux of the .Hu- 
mours from the whole Habit of the Body into 
the tender Lungs, where they have a free paſ- 
ſage; or from the Putrefaction of the clotted 
Blood, that remains in the Lungs after the ſpit- 
ting of Blood; or laſtly, from ſome Ulcer fol- 
lowing upon the eroſion of the Veſſels, I do not 
well know. But this we may almoſt always ob-2 canary 
ſerve, that where a ſpitting of Blood has pre- 
ceded, a Conſumption of the Lungs 1s wont to of 
follow. And therefore a Prudent and Honeſt-Z 
Phyſician, when he is called to one that ſpits 4 
Blood, ought not only to take care of his on u thi me, 
Reputation, and the honour of Phyſick, by ma- — 
king a Prognoſtic k at firſt of the Conſumption 
that is like to follow, but alſo as far as he is able 
by neceſſary Cautions, and proper Medicines, 
to prevent this fatal Event of the ſpitting of 
Blood, as well as to Cure the preſent Diſtemper, 


at leaſt not to do or attempt any thing in the 
Q Cure 
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Cure of it, that may make the Patient more ſtih- 
ject to a Conſumption. N 
in . And here it is neceſſary to diſtinguiſh between 
Lan accidental and habitual Spitting of Blood. I 
e and call that Accidental, which pr meerly from 
2 ſome Accident; and from Hollowing, or ſi 

too loud, Exerciſe, or a violent Cough, from the 
ſuppreſſion of ſome uſual Hæmorrhage, from 
Stones, that are bred in the Lungs them- 

ſelves, or from Pins, or any other Things that 
ſlip down into them from without. Thar I call 
Habitual, which depends upon a vitiated, ſharp, 

and fermenting Diſpoſition of the Blood , fo 
that the Stock and Fuel of the Diſeaſe always 
. Iurks within. That accidental ſpitting of Blood, 

Dan reid as it ſeldom returns when it is cured after lettin 
[ins 7, of Blood, a due ordering of their Diet, and the uſe 
i «cſwmp-of proper Medicines; ſo though the Bleeding 
—_ has profuſe and plentiful, yet it ſeldom ter- 
minates in a Conſumption; but the Patient be- 
ing once by degrees freed, with a due manage- 
ment recovers his freſh Colour, and gets his Fleſh, 
as if he had never been troubled with ſuch 2 
Flux, as it uſually happens after an immoderate 
Flux of the AMenſes, and other Fluxes of that 
kind. But an habitual ſpitting of Blood, as it 
depends upon an inteſtine motion of the Blood, 
that is in a Ferment, and upon the Acrimony 
of it, by which it opens the Veſlels ; ſo it has

though a Conſumption uſually follows a ſpitting 


of Blood, when tis cured the common way, 


that is, by frequent Bleedings, Emplaſtick Me- 
dicines, Opiates, &c. which rather hinder the 
Eruption of Blood by force, than alter the in- 
ternal ſtate of the Blood : Yet no one will won- 
der if the Hectick Flame remaining within, does 
at length throw the Patient into a Conſumption; 
yet whenever the preſent Orgaſm of the Blood 
is ſo overcome by repeated bleeding, the uſe of 


the Temporal Juices, of Aſtringent and Opiate 


Juleps and Electuaries, and other things of that 
Nature (which are to be found in another place 
in the Chapter of a Hemopto?, or ſpitting of 
Blood) that we have an Opportunity to give 
the Bark totally to extinguiſh the feveriſh flame, 
and to open the Obſtructions, which otherwiſe 
might occaſion a new Efferveſcence, we com:

One of the Maſters in the Hoſpital of Bride.

(from which Venom perhaps his Blood had not 

et ſufficiently purged it felt ) fell about the 35th. 

ear of his Age, and in the Year 1669. into a 
very great Hemoptor, by which he had loſt a 
great deal of Blood before he ſent for me. But 
with Bleeding, Ligature, Aſtringent Juleps and 
Electuaries, a Milk Diet, and a due Govern- 
ment in all things, the Flux was perfectly ſtopt. 
But yet he ſtill continued Hectical, and was trou- 
| bled with an ugly Cough. And therefore I or- 
dered him to continue his'Milk Diet, and to take 
a Doſe of an Opiate Electuary every Night. And 
to prevent a Conſumption, that was like to fol- 
low, I directed an Iſſue to be made in his Arm, 
his Head to be ſhaved, and the Cephalick Plai- 
ſter to be laid upon it; and that the Patient 
ſhould be ſent into the Country, and into an 
open Air, and that he ſhould uſe there the Tem- 
perating Juices; to wit, of Plantain and Nettles, 
at leaſt twice a Day, with ſeveral other things, 
which it is not neceſſary now to give a particu- 
Jar Account of.

I gave him a Dram of the Peruvian Bark in a 
convenient Draught every four Hours: To which 


_ Talways took care there ſhould be more or leſs 


Laudanum added, according as he could bear it. 
With the uſe of which I found his Fever taken 
off without any more to do, and without any 
return of his ſpitting of Blood, and that his 
Urine was come to its natural Colour. I or- 
dered the repeating of the Cortex again and 2. 
gain at due Intervals, and took care he ſhould 
have Nouriſhment agreeable to his Appetite 
(which now was better than it was before he 
ſpit Blood) and that he ſhould have the benefit 
of the Country Air. Whereupon (which is 
ſtrange to be told) without any other help, he 
came to have a more firm and ſtrong Habit of 
Body, his Lungs more free, his Breathing more 
eaſie, the heat of his Blood leſs, and his Cough 
too more moderate now for a Year and halt, 
than he had found for ſeveral Years before his 
ſpitting of Blood; his Friends admiring at it, 
who expected he would certainly dye of a Con- 
ſumption in a little time after his ſpitting of 
Blood. Which was ſo much the more wonder- 
ful, becauſe he continued as careleſs in the ma- 
nagement of himſelf in the ſix non - natural things, 
as he uſed to be before his Hemoptor, which neg- 
lect he at laſt paid for with the loſs of his Life 
For with the very great Errors he had lately 
committed, he fell into a new Conſumption, 
and that a threatning and fatal one, which at 
length carried him off. His Body being opened 
after he was dead, we found the Subſtance . 
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from ſpittmg of Blood. 
the Liver compact and cloſe, as if it had been 
parboyl'd, all the Lobes of the Lungs moſt fil- 
thily ting d with a black colour (which perhaps 
was occaſioned by his continual man. va of 


Tobacco) and every where full of a world of 


Tabercles, of which ſome that were larger, were 
full of purulent Matter, others of a Subſtance 
like Honey. But the greateſt part of the leſſer 
ones, which were diſpoſed in Cluſters, and like 
Grape- ſtones through all the Subſtance of the 
Lungs, contained a Steatomatoſe Matter in them. 


All the Glandules that were ſeated near the Wind- 


pipe were very black, and had in them a Liquor

Take of the Waters of Tormentil, of Plantain, of 


each an Ounce, Barley Cimmamon-water, _ of 
Myrtils, of each half an Ounce, of diſtilled Vine- 
gar half a Dram, of the Jeſuits Powder a Dram. 
Mix them, and make a Draught, to be given 
every four hours, till he has taken eight Draughts. 


Once or twice a day I added a Grain of London 


Landanum to the Draught. 
In the fame manner I cured _ 
old Woman, almoſt Seventy Years old ; a Gold- 
ſmith in St. Fobx's, Mr. Bloomer's Daughter, and 
—— others, of a confiderable, and (to 
appearance) a fatal Hemoptor; All which 
continue well, as yet, without any return of their 
ſpitting of Blood, or a Conſumption following

Mr. Luf, the Son of that Reverend Divine 
which I have already mentioned, living in Milk. 
ftreet, after he had married a Virgin that was 
Conſumptive (and as I remember, dyed within 
2 Year after ſhe was married, with an univerſal 
Colliquation, and the other Symptoms of a fatal 
Conſumption of the Lungs) a tew Months at- 
ter her Death fell into a Conſumption (as ] 
Juds d) by Contagion. To which fatal Diſeaſe 
an Hemoptoc prepared the way, with which he 
was ſuddenly taken at Exeter, and that in the 
Winter- time, and he loſt a great deal of Blood, 
But as ſoon as his ſpirting of blood was ſtopt by 
Phlebotomy, a Milk Diet, and Incraſſating Me. 
dicines, and he had recovered his Strength in 
ſome meaſure, being diſmiſt by his Country 
Phyſician, within a Fortnight (which was much 
ſooner than was fit) he came back to London on 
Horſeback, and preſently ſent for me. But alas 
how much was he changed from what he was 
before! I found the poor Patient very Feverilh, 
and always Coughing, and extreamly waſted 
with a Colliquation, that was now begun, and 
troubled with a ſtreightneſs and pains in his 


Breaſt. . I found it to be a mixt Fever, partly 


Peripneumonick, from a new Inflammation of 
ſome of the Tubexcles ; partly putrid, from the 
purulency of other Glandules, which had be- 


gun ſo ſoon to be ulcerated. I judged the Di- 
Kemper to be a very acute Conſumption of the 
Lungs from a ſpitting of blood, which as it was 
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from ſpitting of Blood. 
contracted by Infection, as it was rendred more 
haſty and violent by his ill Government in his 

ourney, and his return into our Air, that 1s 
filled with the ſinoak of Coals. The violence of 
the Pain, and Fever requiring it, I preſently or- 
dered a Vein to be opened, but I took away but 


alittle Blood, becauſe of the Conſumption and 


Colliquation that was upon him. Then I endea- 
voured at leaſt to ſtave off this haſty Ruin for 
ſome time with temperate Juleps and Opiates, 
and all forts of convenient Pectoral Medicines, 
Bliſters, and a due management in all things. 
But all theſe Things were to no purpoſe ; for 
within three or four Weeks he departed this 
Life, with all the Symptoms of a very acute 
onſum ption of the Lungs.

For 

it often happens that theſe Stones paſſing by de- 

grees through the Lungs, do ar length get into 

the branches of the Wind-pipe, by which they 

are cough'd up, and that ſeldom without a great 

flux of Blood. But if theſe Stones are ſmooth, 

and not ſuch as may break or tear the Subſtance 

of the Lungs, they do not diſpoſe the Patient 

much to a Conſumption (at leaſt an acute one;

the end of this Chapter. 

In the Cure of this kind of Ulcers, Opiate 
and Balſamick Medicines, witha Milk Diet, are 
of very great uſe; Opiates to obtund the ſenſe 


of the torn and ſtimulated Parts, and to keep 
them as quiet as is poſſible, whilſt the Balſamicks 


exert their healing Power. And with the con- 
tinual uſe of Milk the hectick Heat of the Blood, 
contracted in this conſumptive State, is to be 
allayed. But although theſe ſharp Stones can 
neither be made to lye quiet in that part of the 


Lungs which they occupy, with the plentiful uſe 


of Laudanum, nor brought away with the uſe 


of Lubricating Medicines, but cauſe an incura- 
ble Conſumption, and ſpitting of Blood, and 
that ſuch a one as returns by uncertain Intervals 
with a lancinating Pain: Yet this Conſumption 
is in its own Nature ſlow, and very Chronical, 
as a Conſumption from the Stone in the Kidneys 
and Bladder uſes to be, and, generally ſpeaking, 
every Conſumption that depends meerly upon an 
Indiſpoſition or Ulcer of ſome particular part, 
without an habitual diſpoſition of the Blood con- 
tracted either by propagation from the Parents, 
or a long abuſe of the 1 things called Non na- 
tural. But whenever a heap, or ſtock of pre- 
diſpoſed Humours does conſpire with ſome ſuch 
fatal Cauſe, the Conſumption which proceeds 
from thence, is not only fatal from the very be- 
ginning, but alſo quick and very acute, ſo that 
1t carries off the Patient within a few Months, 
and it may be Weeks. I ſhall add theſe few 

: things 
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thing, that may diſturb _ Stones again, that 
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things concerning the variation of cure in this 
kind of Conſumptionnsn᷑ 0 \ 

Firſt, Lubricating Medicines muſt: be taken 
plentifully in the beginning of this Diſtemper; 
yea, and gentle Vomits; by which means we 
may endeavour to bring away the Stone, or any 
other things that have ſlipt down into the Lungs, 
before they are quite fixt there by their lodging 
long in the Part, aud before the Tone of the 
Lungs is much injured by them. | 

Secondly, But if great and ſpaſmodick Pains 
are excited by the tearing of the Lungs, cauſed 
from the motion of theſe tharp Bodies, we muſt 
expect a great ſpitting of Blood; and therefore 
inſtead of Lubricating Medicines we muſt give 
Laudanum, and that in good Quantities, and of- 
ten, whereby we may hinder the Motion of the 
Stone for the preſent, abate the Pain, and pre- 
vent the ſpitting of Blood. For in this caſe let- 
ting of Blood, ourward Fomentations, and Li- 
niments do no good (as they uſe to do in Pleuri- 
tick and Peripneumonick Pains,) and this I 
found by Experience in one Mr. Foſter, and in 
many others. Tis true indeed that a lingring 
and flow Conſumprion, attended with a dithculty _ 
of Breathing, and other ſuch- like Symptome 
will follow from a Stone lying in this manner 
in the Lungs, which I have often obſerved in 
my Practice. But yet a. lingring and uncertain 
Conſumption 1s better than an acute one, AC- 
companted with horrid Pains, that certainly and 
quickly terminates in Death. For if this kind

Mr. Plucknet, being forty Years old, or there- 
abouts, a ſtrong and luſty Man; bur one that 
had for many Years lived irregularly in almoſt 
all the fix Non-natural things, yet found noother 
miſchiet from ir beſides a hesky and dry Cough, 
«Which he had now been uſed to for a long time 
without any great trouble; at length upon hard 
Riding, and taking of Cold by being very wet 
with the Rain, he fell into dread ful pains of his 
Breaſt, that were like the pains in a Pleuriſy; 
upon which there came a great and long ſpitting 
of Blood, with a Fever, and a Cough almoſt 
continually troubling him. I could do no good 
with external Liniments and expectorating Me- 
dicines, until I came at length to the uſe of O- 
piates. With which, though he got a little re- 
ſpite, and a treacherous Truce, yet he could 
rnd perfect Cure. For as his Cough, ſo the 
hectick Fever ſtill continued, with which he 
every Day by degrees pined away, and that not- 
withſtanding the plentiful uſe of Balſamick and 
Pectoral Medicines, of Aſſe's Milk, &c. till at 
laſt in the ſpace of a Lear he appeared in a de- 
plorable conſumptive State, with an univerſal 
Colliquation made by the Skin, by Stool, by his 
Lungs, c. Which Conſumption, that in its 
own proper Nature was lingring and chronical, 
without doubt came to be ſo quick and haſty 
from a long predifpoſition of the Humours con- 
tracted by his irregular way of living. And the 
fatal Day which concluded his Lite, was not a 
little haſtened, by reaſon he would not, though 
he took Medicines, ſubmit to any Government

during the uſe of them. W hereupon in this Con- 


ſumptive

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ved three or four times in his Lungs with hard 
Riding, Drinking, and often taking of Cold, 
he found again and again a return of his dread:

Mr. Fofter, an Apothecary of London, who, 
ſetting aſide a hesking and 1 he had, 
which yet was not very troubleſome, enjoyed 
his Health very well for ſeveral Lears, was ſud- 
denly taken, when he was about thirty Years 
old, with Spaſins in his Lungs, and dreadful 
Pains cauſed thereby, as alſo a ſpitting of Blood 
from the diſturbance and motion of ſome ſharp 
Stones in the ſub{tance of his Lungs. For-the 
relieving of which Symptoms we did very little 
good with Bleeding, external Liniments, and 
Pectoral Medicines given inwardly; ſo that 
with the loſs of his Strength and Blood, cauſed 


by his ſpitting af Blood, and his Pains return- 


ing almoſt every Day, and by his want of Reſt, 


and Fever that attended them, a continual Cough, 
Oc. he was brought ſo low, and ſo much waſted, 


as if he would in a ſhort time die of a Conſump- 
tion. But with the long and plentiful uſe of O- 
pium in the open Air at Highgate, whether he was 
now gone for the Recovery of his Health, he

And indeed I was 
forced for many days continually to inſiſt upon 
the uſe of; ſeveral internal and external Reme- 
dies before the poor Patient found the leaſt eaſe 
ol his Pain; But at length when his Pain waz 
ſomew hat mitigated, yet could hardly with my 
Skill promote any ExpeCtoration of Phlegm;

ver. So that the Patient being now freed from

been given by ſome Quacks; and the often ta- 
king of cold in a Sweating Courſe, or in a 
$alivation, has been joyn'd with the French Pox. 

This Conſumption (if it be treated in due time, 

and in a due manner) is as eaſily cured as any 

other. For (as far as 1 have obſerved) it is of h , 
an aſthmatical Nature, and is wont to be at-. . 
tended with tough Phlegm, and a difficulty of e N.. 
Breathing rather than a violent Cough ; and 
therefore it is Chronical, and aſcends ſlowly and 

by degrees to its higheſt Degree; from whence 

jt comes to paſs, that I have fometimes obſerved 

ſome of thefe kind of Patients to live ſeveral 

Vears in a ſickly and conſumptive State. Which 

perhaps may be partly from the continual uſe 

of the DecoQion of Sarſa, and other things of 

that Nature ; by which the Malignant Venom 
of the Humour, though it is not perfectly era- 
dicated, is in ſome meaſure obtunded. For I 
do not doubt but the peculiar Nature of the 
French Pox is ſo Venomons, that unlefs the Ma- 
lignity of the Humour happened to be corretted 
by the uſe of Calomelanos, a Decoction of the 
Woods, and other Medicines prepared by Art 
or Natute, every Conſumption from a French 
Pox in its own proper Nature would be acute. 
From a frequent Experience I do affirm, that n «= 
all pectoral and Pulmonary Medicines, that — - =» 
meerly ſuch, without mixing Antivenerial Me e 
dicines with them, will do nothing towards the , 
perfect cure of this Conſumption.

Mr. Simons, the famous Surgeon before men- 
tioned, had (as he told me himſelf) a Fiſtula 
in his Fundament continually weeping for the 
ſpace of twenty Tears, which he did induſtri. 
ouſly preſerve inſtead of an Iſſue, whilſt he cu. 

: red very many in other Perſons, becauſe it did 
ſeem neither very troubleſome to him, nor at 
all dangerous. But by chance this accuſtomed 
Ulcer at length drying up of its own accord a- 

bout the Sixtieth Year of his Age, he preſently 
began to be affected with an Oppreſſion at the 
Breaſt, and adry and troubleſome Cough. Which 
Symproms for ſeveral Months he never minded, 
till being rouz d from his ſtupid Neglect by a 
manifeſt falling away in his Fleſh, as well as a 
Hectick Fever; alſo by à frequent want of Ap- 
petite, Sickneſs, Weakneſs, and other Signs of 
a preſent and confirm d Conſumption, he deſired 
my Advice, but too late, when the poor Man 
had for ſome Weeks, and that inthe Spring too, 
Iaboured under a great Colliquation, both by a 
Looſeneſs and Sweat, brought upon him by a 
Putrid Intermitting Fever, and was confin'd to 
his Bed in a weak Condition. I did endeavour 
at leaſt to alleviate the Fever by the uſe of the 
Peruvian Bark; to abate his Looſeneſs with A- 
ſtringents and Opiates, to remove the cauſe of 
the Conſumption with the white Drink, a Pul- 
monary Decoction of Sarſa, and Lime-water, 
with all other ſorts of Pectoral and Specifick 
Medicines,

Medicines given in the form of Linctuſes, Elec- 
tuaries, c. as alſo with a Milk Diet, (and fo 
far as the Looſeneſs would give me leave) to 


temper the heat of the Blood and Spirits with

rits with Pearl Juleps, Jelly-Broths, and jelliez. 
But all was ih yain; , for this Excellent Perſon, 
being brought into the State of a Maraſmus by 
this Colliquative Fever, yielded to Fate in the 
ſpace of two or three Months.

Mr. Z/hite,who lived in the Burrough of South. 


Wart, his younger Son Samuel, about the Seventh 


Year of his Age, and in the Year 1670, fell in- 
to a true Pleuriſy, with an Inflammatory Fever, 
a continual, but Cough, and a dreadful - 
Pain in his Side. After they had firſt tryed ſe- 
veral things for three Days without any Benefit, 
at length I was called, and-ordered about fix 
Ounccs of Blood to be taken immediately from 
his left Arm, becauſe his Pain was chiefly in that 
Side, and the Parts to be externally anointed 
with an Anodyne Liniment, and likewiſe Ex- 


pectorating Medicines to be given inwardly in 


a good quantity, in the form of a Lindtus and 
Apozeme. They had a great deal of difficulty 
to make the Boy take internal Medicines. But 
the Pain, and his Fever being ſufficient Reaſons 
for the doing of it, I bled him once every Day 
for five Days ſucceſſively, with the Advice and 
Conſent of my famous Colleague Dr. Mickle- 
thwait. And for the farther mitigating of the 
Pain, I ordered an Anodyne Fomentation in two 
Oxe's Bladders to be alternately apphed, with 
a Liniment, and Bliſtering Plaiſters to be put 
upon the Neck, and the inſide of the Arms. But 
however, neither the Pain nor the Fever ſeem'd 
to abate, till at length, about the ninth Day of 
the Diſeaſe, Nature of her own accord weat to 
work, and relieved her ſelf by a bleeding at the 
Noſe; and in this manner, at the ſame Hour of 
the Day, for three Days one after another, did 
Nature, as if the were led by ſome Benignity,

Nerves like Hyſterical, and no Stomach. The 
rw fick Wedkan; that now ex to dic 
cvery Moment, - earneſtly with'd tor the return 
of her former Fever, fo ſhe were upon that 
Condition freed from her preſent Miſeries. Hay- 
ing given her the bitter Decoction with Sexmz 
twice for that purpoſe, as I would have it, I 
brought her former Fever with its true Pe- 
riodick Fits. And then in the time between the 
Fits J order'd the Peruvian Bark in ſeveral forms 
to a good quantity, to wit, an Ounce and half. 
With the compleat uſe of which ſhe perfectly 
recover'd without the leaſt return of her Di- 


ſtemper, 
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| ſemper, or the Symptoms of it. Neither did 
I order her any thing more beſides Hyſterick 
Juleps and Opiates, as the Symptoms requir'd. 
But the Huſband, becauſe he was of a ſtron 
Habit of Body, and engag'd in much Buſin 
but —_ becauſe he obſerv'd his Wife to 
grow every Day worſe with the Medicines which 
were unſkilfully given her by the Apothecary, 
look'd out for no help for himſelf, either from a 
Phyſician or the Apothecary, expecting that the 
_ being now approaching, his Diſtemper 
would go away of it ſelf.

And ev y after his Fit was off he did 
his Buſineſs both at home and abroad (his Fever 
in the mean time keeping its ſimple Form with 
one and the ſame Tenour in its ſtated Fits and 
Intermiſſions all this while.) But at length 
after his Wife was well, when he found himſelf 
every Day to grow weaket and weaker with his 
Diſtemper, he was about to defire my help ; 
but both the approaching of the Spring-time, 
and a hurry of great Buſineſs, diverted him from 
this Prudent, Reſolution. *T'is true, indeed, ac- 
cording to the Opinion he had before, about the 
beginning of the next Spring his Fever in its 
ſimple form left him of its own accord; but ſtill 
he no Stomach, his Strength was gone, the 
Habit of his Body lean and pale, his Pulſe always 
quick and weak; he had a great Thirſt, aſhort-, 
neſs of Breath, a dry Cough, that troubled him 
continually both Day and Night, with all the 
other Symptoms of an Incipient Conſump- 
dion. 
At length he comes to me, both he and his 
Wife imploring my help, and much lamentin 
his delay. Preſently I well enough thought 
had ſuthcient reaſon to believe that this Inci- 
pient 
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pient Conſumption was the true Off-ſpring of 
lis former Proteus-like Diſeaſe ; and therefore I 
order'd almoſt nothing of common Antiphthi- 
ſical or Pectoral icines, with the help of 
which I thought it almoſt impoſſible that the 
Patient, who was now almoſt brought into the 
ſtate of a Mara/mus, ſhould be reftor'd to his 
former Health. But I concluded that the whole 
Cure was to be perform'd with the uſe of the

thing, and the other Company of Fatal Symptoms 
of a Conſumption; but only that his Appetite was 
not yet ly reſtor'd, neither had he got his 
F let, by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of the _ 
n 
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And therefore, the time of the Year enclining 
me to it, I ſent him preſently into the Country 
Air; out of which after the {pace of two or 
three Weeks, he return'd ftrong and plump, hay- 
ing got a good Colour, and a Stomach, 
and enjoys very good Health to this very Day. 


Hiſtory 2. 


A certain Norway Merchant, that lived at 
Newington on the other fide of the Thames, that 
Year when Mr. Talbor was very Famous for the 
liberal uſe of the Peruvian Bark in the Cure of 
Intermitting Fevers; and likewiſe that ſame 
Month, wherein I had recover'd the ſame Mer- 
chant's Wife beyond the expectation of all thoſe 
that were about her of a Remitting Fever, ac- 
company'd with very direful Symptoms with the 
uſe of the Peruvian Bark amongſt other Reme- 
dies; when he himſelf was taken with a true and

He was ſo weak, and emaciated, · that he had 
Free a Hippocratical Face, and when I frit 
aw him I ſhould — have thought him paſt 


Cure, if this Conſumption had proceeded from 
any other cauſe than an Intermitting Fever. But 


yet I did rightly judge a Conſumption ariſing in 
this manner, tho” to all out ward appearance 
deplorable, to be curable, becaule it was in my 
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Power, at leaſt at this time of the Year, to give 


that great Antidote, the Peruvian Bark, in that 
manner as not only to take off the Intermitting 
Fever, but alſo to prevent the return of it. 
W hereupon 1 did not at all doubt but when the 
Fuel was once taken away, the Hectical Flame 
would ſoon be exti ha of its own accord, 
together with the whole Company of Pulmonary 
Symptoms depending thereon.

Mr. Lane, a Vintner, at the Sign of the Oweey's 
Head in Southwark, a Man that was truly robuſt,

. ſeiz'dwith a violent Quartan Ague; he preſently 
committed himſelf to the care of a Skilful Phy- 
fician, who treated him with the uſual Reme- 
dies, and in e

zems. But yet he po every Day worſe; at 
— his Ague was doubled, yea, trebled, ſo 
that he was no Day free from his Fever; and 
about the end of December his Fits were ſo long, 
that almoſt preſently after one was off another 
came on: He was ſo weak too, that he could 
ſcarcely riſe out of his Bed; and his Stomach 
was ſo weak, that he hardly could eat ſo much 
as Water-gruel. He was continually, and ex- 
tremely Thirſty, becauſe he never ſeem'd to be 


free from his Original Fever, or the Hectick,

His Cough was troubleſome, and continual, and 
his Breathing difficult, and very unequal. So that 
the Patient at the firſt fight ſeemed to me to 
have not only an Intermittent Fever, but alſo a 
continual Hectick, ariſing from the former; and 
upon that to have fallen into a Pulmonary Con- 
ſumption, and an Univerſal — hen it 
was ſo that they plainly had no hopes of the 
Patient's Life, I was at laſt ſent for by his Friends, 
not ſo much to cure his Fever (which they 
judged to be incurable before the Spring Weather 
came) as to give him ſome help againſt his Con- 
ſumption, Dropſy, and Scurvy, Diſtempers that 
raged ſo violently, that they ſeem'd to threaten 
almoſt immediate Death.

The General Indications of Cure are only Th Indice- 
two; to wit, the reſtitution of the Lungs, that .

ar with Camomile-flowers boil'd in the Milk; 
Fan when the Purge had once done working, 
they were to give him Twenty-Drops of Liquid 
Laudanum in a ſmall Draught of the Cordial at 
the time he ſhould goto Reſt. But theſe thin 
having no Effect either to give ham any Stoo 
or the caſing of his Pain, on the 6th of Auguſt 
I preſcribed a Mucilaginous and Lubricating A- 
pozeme to be drank often, and for three Nights 
together half a Dram of the Stomach-Pills with 
Gums, and a Grain and a half of London Lau- 
danum, and the next Morning two Quarts of 
the Purging Mineral Waters. 
Aug. 17. I ofder'd the Repetition of the Pills 
when he went to Reſt, and hkewiſe of the Wa- 
ters the next Morning; and that he ſhould drink 
the Waters boil'd, diſſolving an Ouyce and half 
of the choiceſt Manna in the laſt Draught. But 
for all this the Spaſmodick Pain of his Back, and 
his Coſtiveneſs, continued. And thereupon, 
Aug. 18. I order'd four ern of Elixir 
Salutis, and Thirty Drops of Liquid Laudanum 
to be given when he went to Reſt; and that he 
ſhould take three Ounces of the following Apo- 
zeme warm every three Hours, until he had had 
ſome good large Stools. 

Take of Senna half an Ounce, Coriander-ſeed pre- 
par d, Salt of Tartar, of each two Scruples, boil 
them in a Pint and balf of the Purging Mineral 
Waters to a Pint, diſſolving in them when they are 
ſtrained, two Ounces of the beſt Manna. With the 
uſe of which heat length beganto have too ma- 
ny Stools, that is, more than he could bear A but 

without 
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without any Relief of his Pain, which was fo 
violent, that it could hardly be quieted even 
with the uſe of Laudanum it ielf, though by de- 
grees I went as high as Forty, Fifty, Sixty Drops, 
which yct I was torced to repeat every Night. 

Aug. 21. Being call'd a ſecond time to go ſee 
him, by the little yellowiſh Colofir of his Skin 
Iunderſtood well enough that the firſt Original 
of all this Miſchief was not in the Kidneys, but 
had lain in his obſtructed Liver; and that nei- 
ther the Progreſs of his Conſumption could be 
prevented, nor that horrid Pain, that moved up 
and down between his Back, Sides, and Belly, 
could be remov'd, unleſs we had a due reſpe 
firſt to this Part. And I did not make any mat- 
ter that the Pain was felt in the lower parts of 
; the Belly, juſt by the Region of the Kidneys 

and Bladder, and a great way below the Seat of 
the Liver, becauſe I had often obſerved this 
{ame thing before in thoſe that had the Jaundice, 
whom I had often heard complaining and cry- 
ing out by reaſon of the violent Pain which th 

of inthe ower parts of the Belly, when in trut 

the Cauſe was remote in the right Hypochondre. 

Which Appearance it is no hard matter to 

Account for; to wit, that as the Subſtance of the 
Liver, according to my Hypotheſis and Obſer- 
vation, by reaſon of its preternatural Cloſeneſs . 
and Denſity, is almoſt depriv'd of Senſe; ſo like- 
wiſe for the ſame reaſon it affords a very difficult 
Paſſage to the Blood, Lympha, and other Juices, 
that paſſed through itz ſo that the Veſſels, which 
tend hither rom the lower parts of the Belly, 
mult neceſſarily be diſtended beyond their Na- 
tural Tone, and be rendred varicous; and there- 

n ſuffer a great deal, till at length with the 
= of Hepatick and Deobſtruent Medicines the 

Y 2 Subſtance 
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Subſtance of the Liver had recover'd its looſe 
and Natural Tone. From this Hypotheſis for 
three Weeks I oxder'd two Ounces and a half 
of Tinfura Sacrato be given every Night when 
he went to Reſt (to which being forced, I al- 
low'd Thirty, Forty, and at length Fifty Drops 
of Liquid Laudanum to be always added by rea- 
ſon of the violence of the Pain.) I likewiſe 
order'd the Purging fr with the addition 
of an Ounce and of Syrup of Buckthorn, 
to be repeated every fourth Morning, and four 
Ounces of the following Diuretick Apozeme 
to be given every four 1 Bk on the Days be- 
'tween. · 

Take the Roots of Succory,Graſ5, Parſley, Fennel, 
of each two Ounces, the Roots of Turmerick, the in- 
ner Bark of the Barberry-tree, of each an Ounce, 


. ſhavings of Hartſhorn, of Ivory, of each half an 


Ounce, of Currants two Ounces, of Saffron tied up

Sept. 12. When now at length my Patient be- 
gan 1 to loath the Tinctura Sacra by reaſon 
of the long uſe of it, inſtead of that, and the 
Laudanum mixt with it, I ſubſtituted the Sto- 
mach-Pills with Gums, Cynogloſ5-Pill, of each 
twelve Grains, to be made into three Pills, which

cauſe I now perceiv'd by the Plenty, and leſs 
high Colour of his Urine, that the Obſtructi- 
ons of his Liver were in ſome meaſure 18 
I order'd four of the following Pills to be ta- 
ken every Morning for the farther promoting 
of Urine.

Take of the Powder of Wood-lice half a Dram, 
of Salt of Amber very well clear d from the Oil fif- 
teen Grains, of Syrup of Marſh-mallows a ſuffici- 
ent quantity z mix them, and make them into 
Pills of a middle fize, to be gilt. 

Sept. 18. When by the Tincture of his Urine 
being brought almoſt to its Natural Colour, 1 


rightly conjectured that the Liver was in a man- 


ner reſtor'd to its Natural Tone, I adviſtd my 


Patient that he ſhould try to open the Obſtructi- 
5 ond 
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ons that remain'd, and to precipitate the Reliques 
of the Morbifick Matter by Urine with the uſe 
of Sadler's Chalybeate Waters at Jſington. But 
when after the tryal of a day or two, I was well 
enoughdatisfy'd that the obſtructed parts were 
not yet opened ſo, much as to 11 the Waters 
liberty to paſs freely by the Kidneys, becauſe 
the Serum of the Blood being held by the bilious 
Particles, and too much ſaturated with them, and 
as it were coagulated, by reaſon of the preterna- 
rural viſcouſneſs contracted thereupon, could not 
yet be readily ſtrained chrough the Pores of the 
Glandules of the Kidneys, I alter'd my Mind, and 
inſtcad of the Waters, I preſcrib'd the following 
Julep to be drank often and plentifully, and two 
Drams of the following Chalybeate Electuaryto be 
given every Morning; expecting from the 4 
of them a more plentiful flux of Urine, and from 
the latter a farther opening of the Obſtructions; 
whilſt at the ſame time I perſiſted to make the 


Tone of his Stomach more firm, and his Body 


more ſoluble by repeating the Tindtura Sacra 
every third 48, 50 Neither did the Event de- 
ceive my Expectation. The Julep was this: 
Take Parſley-water, Fennel-water, of each a 
Pint, the Magiſterial Water of Earth-worms, the 
Syrup of the five Opening Roots, of each fix Ounces. 
Mix them. The Electuary was this: 85 
Tate of the filings of Steel prepared, twb Drams, 
Saffron, Mace, of each a Scruple, Conſerve of 
Hips, of the Flowers of Succory, of each an Ounce 
and half, of Syrup of Citron-peel a ſufficient quan- 
zity. Mix them and make an Electuary. 
With the uſe of theſe things my Patient plainly 


recover'd, being freed not only from his Pains, 
and his diſpoſition to Vomit, but likewiſe from 


the ſtuffing of his Lungs, which he uſed to 18

from his Cough and Difficulty of Breathing ; as 
alſo from the yellowiſh Tincture of his Skin, and 
from all the other Signs both of the Obſtructions 
of his Liver, and the Diſtemper of his Lungs, 
For he got a very good Appetite again, with 
which he ſoon was freed from his Conſumptive, 
as well as his Jaundice State, and continues hi- 
therto well, and ſtrong. However when I diſ- 
miſt him, that I might quite pluck up the Roots 
of this Chronical Miſchief, which had been a 
long time fixt, Sept. 24. 1688. I wrote him this 
laſt Bill for his uſe, which, being now almoſt 
well, he was not ſo conformable to, as he uſed 
to be to the former, becauſe perhaps he did not 
think it ſo neceſſary. 

Take of Tinftura Sacra a Pint: Let him take 
ſix or ſeven Spoonfuls eyery third Night. 

Take of Extrattum Ecphrafticum without Aloes

Mr. Dent, living in Fhite-croſs-ftreet, uſed to 
deſire my Help and Advice for ſeveral Years, 
whenever he, or any of his Family were ſick ; 
a Man truly Honeſt, but ſomewhat Melancholy, 
and thereupon given to drink hard at Nights, 
and that very late, —_ long at it to exhilerate 
his oppreſſed Mind. With which he fell into a 
grobe and as it were a. callous Habit of Body. 

ut at length about the Fiftieth Year of his Age 
he uſed to complain by long and uncertain In- 
tervals of a Vertiginous. jon of this Head: 
And after three or four of theſe Fits (one or 
| Y 4 two 
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two of which came near to an Apoplexy) being 
adviſed, and earneſtly entreated by his moſt 
dear and obſervant Wite, at length he conſented 
to commit this Buſineſs to my care; a Man that 
abhorred Phyſick as much as any one. But with 
the taking away of Blood from the Jugular Vein, 
and the Ap lication of a large Bliſtering Plaiſter 
to his Neck, and likewiſe the giving of him a 
gentle Vomit, and after that a Purge or two, 
together with Cephalick Juleps between whiles; 
being once freed from the preſent Symptoms, 
he plainly refuſed Chalybeates, and other Me- 
dicines, that were proper to open the Obſtructi- 
ons in the Viſcera, with which we might take 
care of his Health for the future. From which 
neglect it happen'd, that in the ſpace of a Year 
or two he had a Relapſe again-and again. But 
at length a certain Chymical Emperjck, that 
could boaſt ſufficiently, having given him I know 
not what Chalybeate Arcanum, without any 75 
ceding Evacuation, it happen'd fo that the Diſ- 
caſe was quickly tranſlated from his Brain to his 
Lungs and Diaphragm in the Nature of a dry 
Aſthma; ſo that he, who was wont to complain 
of a Giddmeis before, did now much more la- 
ment his perpetual Strangulation or Choaking, 
which inked was viſible enough in the Face of 
the Patient to the very Spectators, becauſe not 
only he had now plainly loſt the Natural freſh 
Colour of his Face with his Skin growing thick; 
but like wiſe his Checks, and very Lips inſtead of 
their wonted roſy Hew were baſely ting'd with 
a naſty black and blew Colour, looking ſomething 
pale, as if the Patient had hung in a Halter a 

ood while: Alſo his Eyes, and almoſt all his 
Skin were lightly ting'd with a Jaundice Colour,

329 
of thoſe that have the Jaundice;z and as it was 
very little in quantity, ſo likewiſe always v 
full of Contents, or Setlings. There was alſo 


almoſt a perpetual Cough, but yet not fo ve 
violent, becauſe it proceeded from a thank 


he had alſo a great Thirſt, with other Symp- 
toms of a Hectick Fever. And in this miſera- 
ble and lamentable State he continu'd almoſt for 
the ſpace of two Years, deſiring the Care and 
Aſſiſtance ſometimes of one, ſometimes of ano- 
ther Phyſician, but not long obſervant of the Di- 
rections and Advice of any; till at length, about 
three Months before he dy'd, when he was 
plainly worn away with a Maraſinus from an 
Univerſal Colliquation,, made by a plentiful 
ſpitting of Putrid Phlegm, vaſt Sweats, a Looſe- 
neſs, and very troubleſome Dropſical Swellings 
of his Legs and Belly, he again, though *twas 
now too late, with Tears and Entreaties com- 
mitted himſelf to my Care, and was extremely 
troubPd, that being tir'd with Medicines in the 
beginning of his Diſtemper, he had ſo ſoon with- 
drawn himſelf from my Care and Advice, when 
he had found a great deal of Benefit from Bleed- 
ing, the repeated uſe of Riverius's Mixture, and 
other gentle Emeticks, and Purges, of my Bal- 
famick Pills, of Inciding and Abſterging Linctu- 
ſes, and Pectoral Apozemes, change of Air, and 
other ſuch-like things, tho' he was not yet 
recover'd to a State of Health; ſeeing 
that now by reaſon of his Tabid Diſpoſition, 
and Univerſal Colliquation, he was altogether 
unable to bear thoſe Evacuations, that were ne- 
ceſſary. Nevertheleſs fo far as I was able, I gave 
my his Hand to this miſerable Patient; and 
firſt, I endeavour'd to leſſen the Dropfical _

Fever ſeem'd to be ſomething increas'd, which 
at length I took off, at leaſt for ſome time, with 
the uſe of the Peruvian Bark. But when I found 


his A petite was not reſtor'd by it, I did not 
ex 


ſo much from that Medicine. And there- 

fore I endeavour'd to open the Obſtructions of 
his Liver (in which I did rightly ſuſpect the 
Original Miſchief of his Diſtemper to he) with 
the plentiful uſe of my Hepatick, and Diure- 
tick Apozeme before mention'd, and the moſt 
convenient Chalybeate Medicines as alſo to take 
care of his Lungs with my Balſamick Pills, 
Linctuſes, and Pectoral Apozemes. With the 
uſe of which he ſcem'd to breath better, and 
to be leſs Feveriſh, and alſo to have his Skin 
and Urine leſs ting'd with a yellow Colour, 
But his Colliquation ſtill perſiſting, and his Drop- 
ſy increaſing upon him, and when we were in 
the midſt of the Winter too, I plainly deſpair'd 
of his Recovery; and therefore I ſent him, as 
he himſelf defir'd, into the Country, and an 
4 is open 
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open Air, that he might there at leaſt have an 


eaſy Death, ſo far as his Symptoms would ad- 
mit of. it: Where in the ſpace of a Month or 
five Weeks, being waſted by that Univerſal Col- 
liquation, he went out by degrees like a Candle; 
complaining more than of any other Symptoms 
of this, to wit, a dreadful, and as it were a 
Spaſmodick Pain, reaching from the right Hy- 
pochondre thro* a great part of the Belly; 


which indeed I could neither remove nor miti- 


gate, either with Liniments, or Anodyne Fo- 
mentations, or any other way : Which kind of 
Symptom I have almoſt always found in other 
ſuch-like Patients; which thing it was a very 
caly matter to account for from the Body being 
open'd after he was dead. For the Szernum be- 
ing taken off, and the Breaſt open'd, we firſt 
ſaw the Lungs, very much cnlarg'd intheir Big. 
neſs, and now chang'd in their Colour, from 
that which was Natural to a black, or cineritious 
Colour, ſticking almoſt every whete very firmly 
to the ſides of the Breaſt, and in all the Lobes 
full of Tubercles, in-ſome places maturated, but 
in others crude. From whence it is evident 
cnough, that this was a true Conſumption of the 
Lungs, tho' a Symptomatical one. Alſo the 
Liver it ſelf, as it appear'd much larger than it 
ought to be, (by which means preſſing the Dia- 
7 underneath, without doubt it did not a 
ittle promote that continual Suffocation with 

which the Patient was troubl'd, let him be in 
what Air he would) ſo likewiſe the Subſtance 
of it appear d more hard and compact than 
uſual, and what it ſhould be, as if it had been 
aw; parboil'd ; 7 apy moves of nn

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Natural Tone, and varicous. From all which 
it is as eaſy to deduce-the Cauſe of this Chroni- 
cal Icteritious Diſpoſition, which here firſt gave 
the occaſion of the Conſumption, and of that 
horrid Pain, which reach'a from the Hypo- 
chondre thro” the Belly; which I obſerv'd not 
only this Patient, but alſo Mr. Maddox before 
mention'd, Mrs. James, Mr. Freeſtone in Buckler = 


bur, and almoſt all others that have been ill in 


this manner, to complain of with great cries ſo 
earneſtly and continually, as if they had been 
troubPd with no other Symptom. But in ſome 
this Pain rather occupies the Region of the Kid- 
neys and Loyns, being like a Nephritick Pain, 


or a Scorbutical Pain of the Loyns, as it hap- 


d to Mr. Maddox, and Mr. Freeftone : But 
in others it is ſeated in the fore- part of the Belly, 
and eſpecially the Hypogaſtrium, in. the form of 
a true Cholick; in which manner the Patient of 
whom we are now ſpeaking, was affected. 
From this as it were kind of compactneſs and 
hardneſs of the Subſtance of the Liver fo preter- 
naturally ſwell'd, and from the remarkable va- 
rication of the Branches of the Vena Porte fol- 
lowing thereupon as the Ætiology of this Chro- 
nical Icteritious Diſpoſition, by which my Pa- 
tient was firſt diſpos'd to a Conſumption, does 


appear plain enough to Reaſon, and in a man- 


ner to Senſe too: So no leſs evident is the Ori- 
inal of that horrid Pain, which GEN the 
arts of the Belly, and perhaps too of that Re- 


markable Aſcites, by which without doubt the 
fatal Day of his Death was much haſten'd. 

As for that Chronical Icteritious Diſpoſition, 
no one can think it ſtrange, when this great In- 
ſtrument of the ſeparation of the Bile is quite 
depriv'd of its Natural Laxity, if by the con- 
| | ſtriction 
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ſtriction and compreſſion of its Subſtance fol- 
lowing thereupon 1t is render'd unfit for the per- 
formance of its Function; to wit, the Secretion 
of the bilious Parts from the Blood, and the ex- 
cerning of them into the Bile- duct, and Gall- 
bladder for great uſes, for which they are ap- 
pointed by Ho : From whence there muſt 
neceſſafily follow too great a Congeſtion, or 
heaping up of Bile in the Blood it ſelf, and there- 
upon alſo, a yellowiſh Tincture of the Skin, an 
rine very high-colour'd, yellow, and full of 
Contents, ſomewhat a whitiſh Colour of their 
Stools, together with a Faintneſs, Weakneſs, and 
the other uſual Symptoms of a Jaundice. 

And it may be from this Compreſſion of the 
Subſtance of the Liver, and the yarication of 
the Yena Porte caus'd thereby, it happen'd that 
the Lymphatick Veſſels which ariſe from the 
Liver, or the conglobate Glands ſeated in the 
Sinus of it, juſt at the entrance of the Vena Porte, 
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were broken; from whence allo it 1s caly to give 


the reaſon of that Dropſical Swelling, which 
came upon this Patient about the end of his 
Icteritious Conſumption, as it uſes to happen to 


almoſt all others that are affected in that man- 


ner. 

Finally, as for that horrid Pain, which is wont 
to accompany this Diſtemper, we mult obſerve 
that every Jaundice, of what fort ſoever it is, 
whether Accidental or Habitual, has always this 
kind of Spaſmodick Pain joyn'd with it; but 
with this difference, that as an Accidental Jaun- 
dice proceeds merely from an Obſtruction of the 
Porus Bilarius, or the Ductus Communis, caus'd 
by a Stone, or the glutinouſneſs of the Bile; fo 
it cauſes a very Acute Diſeaſe attended with a 
dangerous Fever, and dreadful Spaſmodick Pains,

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of its Subſtance being much increas'd, t 
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even ſo great as to make them ſwoon; which 
Pain indeed is wont nevertheleſs to be circum- 
{crib'd by the Region of the Stomach, and by 
the Shoulder-blades, like a Cholick of the Sto- 
mach: Becauſe theſe Parts that are near are 
wont to have very painful Spaſms by the con- 


ſent they have with that tender Duct, which at 


this time is diſtended mich beyond its Natural 
Tone by the Bile, or by Stones: When on the 
contrary, in an Habitual Jaundice,»tho' there 
is always felt from the very beginning of the 
Diſeaſe a certain dull and gravative Pain in the 


Region of the Liver (as I remember it hap- 


pen'd often to Mrs. James, and ſome others; 
to wit, as ſoon as the Subſtance of this Entrail 
begins to be depriv'd of its Natural Laxity, and 
to be too compact. Yet there is no Acute and 
Spaſmodick Pain like the former bur only in the

Veſſalius, in the 1fth Chapter of the Fifth Book, 


obſerv'd in one that had the Jaundice, and was 


 carry'd off with the flowing of the K 
| 0 
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the Liver very much ſwell'd, · and the Branch 
of the Vena Porte all along the Duct of the In- 
teſtinum Rectum enlarg'd ſo as to be an Inch in 
Diameter. Likewiſe Guarinonius in 584th Con- 
ſultation affirms, That in Hypochondriacal Per- 
ſons he himſelf has often found the obſtructed 
Veins of the Meſentery ſo much dilated, thar 
they look'd more like Inteſtines than Veins. 
Tis true indeed, this Pain is not perceiv'd in 
the Veſſels themſelves, that are preternaturally 
diſtended or ſwell'd; for the Veins and Arteries 
(as Galen, in the xii. Chapt. of his*Firſt Book 
of the uſe of the Parts, a ) have no Senſe 
if they are cut, or burnt, or ty'd hard with 
Strings. To which Opinion I very readily aſ- 
ſent, as ary perſuaded of the truth of it from 
the frequent Obſervation of Yarices, which I re- 
member to have often -happen'd in Cancrous 
Breaſts, and in the Legs of Women with Child: 
All which ſeem'd to be affected with a very ob- 
tuſe or no Pain from theſe Yarices, tho' th 

were Foun never ſo big; which Pain too al- 
ways ſeem'd to me to proceed rather from a 
preternatural diſtention of the external Skin, 
and a preſſing upon the Muſcular Fleſh under 
them caus'd by the larger Yarices, than from the 
Senſe of the Veſſels themſelves, that were ſo va- 
ricous. And it may be that dreadful Pain in 
the lower part of the Belly, which is wont to 
accompany an Icterical Conſumption, of which 
we arc now ipcaking, may be thought to be 
caus'd in the ſame manner. For as ſoon as the 
Subſtance of the Liver happens to be conſtrin- 
ged and thickned, that being now _depriv'd of 
its Natural Laxity, it does very difficultly, if at 
all, admit the P of the Blood through it; 
the Vena Porte, — the Branches of it, which 


bring 
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bring the Blood back to this muſt neceſſa- 
8 fra, 
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rily at length be much ſwe and render'd 
varicous by the continual drift of freſh Blood, 
by reaſon of the ſtop that is here put to it. 
Which being ſo, tho' the Veins themſelves, 
according to Galen's Opinion, are not affected 
with any dolorifick Senſe, yet none ought to 
think it ſtrange that from a diſtention, and a 
Solutio continui made in the Membranes, thro? 
which theſe varicous Veſſels creep, there proceeds 
this dreadful and ſpaſmodick Pain, which can 
be remov'd only with the uſe of Chalybeate and 
Diuretick Medicines, ' endu'd with ſubtle and 

etrating Parts; and that a long and conſtant 
uſe of them, which may be ſufficient to open 
the Obſtructions of the Liver. Which Obſtruc- 
tions being once remov'd, and thereupon the 
Varices going down of their own accord, the 
Membranes, thro* which they creep, may by 
knitting together again be quickly freed from 
this Spaſmodick Pain. And in vain, even for 
the abating of the Pain, are outward and warm 


. 8 made, to wit, of Fomentations,

Angdyne Liniments, which are wont to be 

of very great uſe in Pleuritick, Cholick, and o- 
ther Spaſmodick Pains, becauſe the Blood con- 
rain'd in the Yarices is more agitated and heated 
by external warmth z whereupon a greater va- 
rication or preternatural diſtention of the Veſ- 
ſels with an increaſe of the Pain muſt neceſſarily 
follow. Bur I have obſerv'd that Oxycrate, the 
Cerote of Saunders, Ointment of Roſes, and other 
ſuch-like Styptick and cooling things, and thoſe 
apply'd cold, have much better anſwer'd the 
end. But above all things, Opium given inward- 
ly, as it is the laft, ſo it is likewiſe the only, at 
leaſt the greateſt Relief and Refuge for this 243

This too is given in vain if it be in a little quantity. 
For no Dole will truly anſwer our end, unleſs 
it be ſo ou as may be able to cauſe ſome kind 
of Numbneſs or Inſenſibility in the diſtended 
Membranes as well as in the other parts of the 


Body. Which I have often found in Mr. Mad-. 
dox, and other Patients in the like Caſe z whoſe 
' Pains I could not ſo much as abate, even with 
Laudanum it (elf, till I began to preſcribe threes 
or four Grains every time. *Tis true indeed the 


Original Diſeaſe, and theſe Symptomarical Pains 


proceeding from it, do afford different Indica- 
tions. For as much as theſq Pains are abated by 


Opiates, ſo much the Obſtruction, or Conſtric-

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The Wife of Mr. Preſtbury, that liv'd in Black-

Let him alſo drink a Vulnerary Decoction of 
Sarſa, deſcrib'd in another place, for his ordi- 
nary Drink, adding. always at the time when he 
takes it, of the Balſamick Syrup ſo much as will 
ſerve to make a Draught of it grateful to the 
Patient's Palate.

Hiſtory 1. 

Mr. Neaſt, a Preſbyterian Miniſter of London,
